The suggestion which our correspondent makes, that the alewlve 
fishery In Belfast river might be made very productive, la a good 
one. Mr George B. Ferguson, who Is probably as well Informed 
upon the fish question as any one In this vicinity, says that many 
years ago enormous quantities of that and other fish were taken 
In the coves and Inlets above the upper bridge. Even to thlad^, 
there are seasons In which the alewlves are very abundant In the 
streams above the Point bridge, striving In vain to get past the 
dams between that point and the Head of the tide. He thinks 
that proper fish-ways, to enable the alewlves to pass those obstruc¬ 
tions, would result In crops of fish as great as those realixed In 
Warren, Damariscolta, &c., and noticed by the reporter for the 
.lournal A small expenditure of money, and a little exercise of 
the authority given by the Bute fish laws, will be cerUln to 
achieve that result. 

New Enemies of Troul. |

The question has been asked roe more than once, ” Why Is It 
that our streams, which used to abound with fish, are so deple¬ 
ted, particularly of the young trout 1" I at once commenced an 
Investigation, and began to think why It was that the good old 
streams of Long Island, that used to furnish so much pleasureto 
the sportsman, were now almost untenanted by large trout. The 
question, I thought, could beeaslly answered, knowing that there 
were so many pot-hunting sportsmen around. In and out of 
season, who would not hesitate to kill a large trout even If they 
knew It was on the spawning-bed and In the very act of spawn¬ 
ing. This, with the assistance of the mink and snake and other 
enemies, I thought would answer the question. But I waa mls- 
Uken. I will pass the large trout for the present and give you 
the result of my Investl^tlou of the small fish. When 1 say 
small, 1 mean from one year to eighteen months trout. I was In 
the habit of placing some of the fish In a spring-well for general 
observation. As the water was clear, and the space narrow, It 
afforded roe a good opportunity to watch the growth, habits and 
movemenU of the speckled beauUes. Several times I came to 
my spring and found some of the number missing. I examined 
the screens and found there was no chance of escape by that 
means. I then placed six elghteen-montha-old fish In the spring. 
Next morning I found one missing. At 4 p. m. on the same day 
two were missing. On the following morning only two remained. 
Then I became alarmed and thought the fish were playing 
cannibal; so I determined to solve the mystery, If It took 
me the balance of the year. Knowing that one of the 
Ash was taken or disappeared between ten a. m. and four 
p. m. the previous day, I b^an to watch, and was rewarded at 
two p. m. by noticing sometlng crawl from under a bunch of water- 
cressea which grew on the ed^ of the spring.

A New Plan for a Shad Hutching Box.

It would weigh some¬ 
where between twenty and thirty pounds, sccordlng to condition. 
Salmon of over thirty Jtounds weight are occaalooally Uken to 

toe Penobscot. Mr. Smith quotes me st saying that I h^ never 
known a salmon ortbat also taken to Maine watera ThU is an 
error. Either I mUunderetood hU quosUon, or he my anawer. 
Referring to my pubUahed toblea to aecond and third raporU of 
toeT b CoramlLloner of Flab and Flsherlea, I find that in 1878 
we meaaured, at the Bucksport breeding works, one female 
salmon forty one Inches long; to 1878 there were no females so 
large, but on three separate days our longest males were forty 
and a half, forty, and forty and a half Inches long respectively; to 
1874 the females were all below forty Inches to length, but thU 
vear,also,we found males from forty to forty-one and a half Inches 
long on four days out of fourteen. The heaviest salmon on toe 
record waa a male of twenty-elx sod a half pounda weight, and by 
reference to my note book 1 find that toU fish waa forty-one Inches 
lone; the longest one, forty-one and a half Inches,weighed twenty- 
five pounds. It Is to be remembered that these welghU were 
takeh In October end November, after the fish had b«»ii confined 
four months to a fresh water pond without food, and I Judge toat 
they bad lost twenty to twenty-five per cent of their spring 
weight. The length wae always measured from the Up of the 
noee to the extremity of the middle raya of the tall fln. If we 
had measured to the tips of the tall fin, as Is the orflnary p^rac- 
tlce of fishermen and aportamen, the results would have been 

from three to four Inches greater. 

One of our salmon was captured a second time In I87i ami 
weighed thirty-three and a half pounds, being (by fishermen a 
ineMure) fifty-one Inches long. This Is the largest salmon that I 
; have any definite knowledge of, but, doubtless, larger ones have 
been taken to the Penobecot.

—FItb of tome varletlea teem to be abnudant In Coneaut Lake, 
LlTlogttone Co., N. T. A correepondent of the Livonia OoMtlU 
tellt quite a large llth ttory. Hetayt: “Fora period of about 
two weekt the thoret about the foot of Cooetut Lake have been 
lined with men and bojt, both olgbt and da;, armed with 
epeart, tbe uccatlon being tbe opening of tbe bullhead tetaon. In 
numbers tucb tt were never teen before. Tbe numberi of tbe 
0ab teemed to Increase dally, and one man waded Into tbe water 
with a rake and raked them In by tbe aeons. Otbere, being un¬ 
provided with tpeart would kill them with atones or catch them 
with tbeir bands. Indeed, as one person remarked, apeara were 
of no use except where the water was too deep to re^ them 
with tlie hand. A party of three peraona In half a day bagged 
over 600 of them. Olber parties, large and small, have carried 
oil dally from 100 to 500 Oab, and It la estimated that no less 
than 1,000 of the finny swimmers of the deep, of the bullhead 
variety, have been baj^ed each day, or a total of 24,000 fish, 
amounting to at least twelve tons in weight. 

—The Pennsylvania legislature refused to pass an; act to pro¬ 
tect the salmon in the Delaware river, for three years, as was 
expected, hence there is much complaint on the New Jersey side 
of that river where must of the stocking Is done that the majority 
of the violations of the law come from the Pennsylvania shore. 
Tbe New Jersey fishermen consider It very hard to beve to see 
tbe other fellows reaping the harvest which they are forbidden 
to share. Our editorial. In our Issue of May 31, on the “Bbad 
and shad laws of the Delaware river,” covers this ground en¬ 
tirely and shows bow difficult It la to obtain concurrent legisla¬ 
tion, evnu when interests are identical. If either of these states 
owned tbe river to high water mark the fish would fare much 
better. 

—The Penobscot salmon breeding works have been reopened, 
and the breeding fish are now collecting in an enclosure In Dead 
Brook in tbe town of Bucksport, Me. The old enclosure near 
Bucksport village was not accessible by boat from tbe fishing dis¬ 
trict, and the breeding fish bad to be carted In tanks of water. 
Under tbe new arrangement the boats containing the sulmon arc 
towed directly Into tbe enclosure, and so far as can now be seen 
the change is a very atlvantsgeous one. The hatching house Is 
also to be moved to a new site. Only two or three hundred sal¬ 
mon are to be collected this summer. 

—If our correspondebla would only read the “Answers to Cor¬ 
respondents” they would find bits of Information occasionally 
and relieve us from repeatedly answering tbe same questions. We 
like to have them ask for what they wish to know and will freely 
answer as far as In our power, only we prefer a change In the 
questions. It la not over four weeks since we told all we knew 
on tbe old question of how young goldfish color, and why soma 
never color but still it comes. This shows us that the “Answers” 
are not read as they sbonid be. 

—The editor the Yonkers (N. Y ) OuuUt has our sympathy, for 
be pours out his soul as follows: “ The man who goes fishing and 
sits In a cramp-Invlting posture on a narrow thwart from early 
mom till dewy eve, and calls it fun. Is tbe same chap that never 
goes to church because the pews aren’t comfortable.” We ad- 
rise him to try Itonce more, there has been a great Improvement 
in church pews since he has been there, in fact, many other 
things have improved in the last half century. 

—Dr. Draper thinks that stupid people may as well stop eat¬ 
ing quantities of fish for the purpose of repairing the deficiencies 
of nature, for it wont make them Intellectual. In brief, fish 
doesn’t contain an excess of phosphorus, and when dead fish 
“ shine as bright 
As tbe stars at night, ’ 

It positively Is not owing to tbe presence of phosphorus, but to 
the oxidation of carbon. 

—Re|)orts from Maine say that salmon are unusually plentiful 
this year, which Is owing, undoubtedly, to the liberal storing of 
our rivers for a number of yean past On Thursday night of last 
week large catches were made all along the hay from Nortbport 
and Islesboro to Castine. At the former place catches of from 
nineteen to fifty-two salmon were taken from tbe weirs. Tbe 
Osh now retail fur from twelve to fifteen cents per pound, which 
places that excellent Hah within tbe reatrb of all. 

—Benjamin Ward Richardson writes In Mature. “In one of 
my lectures on death from cold, which I delivered in the Winter 
season of 1367, some Osh which, during a hard frost, had been 
froxen at Newcastle-on-Tyne, were sent up to me by rail. The; 
were produced In the completely froxen state at the lecture, and 
by careful tliawing many of them were restored to perfect life. 

So far this season tbe catch of salmon In the Delaware has been 
very light as compared with the expectations based on last sea¬ 
son’s catch. This may be attributable to the bad weather, which 
kept tbe shad back. As the neU aro now out of the river tbe sal¬ 
mon will have a free run and many fish may reach tbe spawning 
beds unnoticed. 

—It Is Important tor those of our readers who Intend to visit 
Canada on a salmon fishing tour to know that tbe Canada OJJicial 
HattUtot Juno 14 contains an order prohibiting salmon fishing 
within the Dominion of Canada, except under authority of leases 
or licences from tbe Department of Marine and Fisheries.

Previous to the year 1867, tbe Wsterioo Uup wss s thirty-two 
do{( stske, but the demsnd for nomtnstlons was so great that It 
was incressed to a sixty-four; sod the first greyhound who car¬ 
ried oft the prUe In Its eolsrged dimensions wss that merry dug 
Klug Lear. He was s stout, truly shaped greyhound, and was 
never led to the hare, either In public or private trials, and hls 
gsmeness was undeniable. He was wbite-snd-fswn, and was by 
WIgsn—Repentance, and the property of Mr. Wilson, whose 
young son trained and looked after the dog. On this occasion be 
weighed aixty-tbree pounds, and was only half trained. Capt. 
Spencer’s red dog Sunbeam ran second. He was s very difficult 
dog to train, as he was delicate, and a poor feeder. He waa a 
remarkably clever dog, and hls smooth style with hls game made 
him many friends; but Just before meeting King iZmt he got 
sway after a fresh bare, and wss run to a standstill. Mr. Arml- 
steod’s red dug Albatross took tbe purse; Mr. Long’s red dog 
David ran second. Tbe latter was afterwards tbe most cele¬ 
brated stud dog of bis day. Tbe piste wss won by Mr. Jones’ 
black bitch Jailbird, Mr. Hammond’s red dog Ooldflnder running 
second. 

Tbe winner of tbe cop in 1858 was Miss Msoners’ fawn dog 
Neville, by Autocrat—Catherine Hayes. Hls owner saw him win 
a slxteen-dog stake at Tbirsk, which he run through In such style 
that Miss Manners purchased him for £35, sod a promise of £25 
more If be won the Waterloo Cup, for which he eventually started 
In .Mr. Cass’s nomination. He was an exceedingly smart dog, 
and won every course with the greatest ease. Hls killing powers 
were wonderful; he weighed fifty-nine pounds, and was bnd by 
Mr. Hobson, of Croft, near Darlington. Mr. Deacon's red dog 
Deacon ran second. Tbe parse was taken for tbe second time 
by Mr. Armlatesd’s red dog Albatross, defeating Mr. Carr’s r w d 
Dr. Dodd, who took second honors. In the piste tbe winner 
turned out to be Mr. Dsintree’a fawn-ond-whlte bitch Debon- 
nalre; Mr. Thomas’ black bitch Lady Waterford running second. 

Tbe year followicg was remarkable from the fact of the Water¬ 
loo Cup being divided (the only time It has been so) between Mr. 
Jsrdlne’s block dog Selby by Barrator, and hls black bitch Clive 
by Judge; the latter wss a very powerful greyhound, and her 
weight wss 67 lbs. She was very clever and cloee-worklng, and 
In her first season won twenty out of twenty-one courses. Selby 
wss a great favorite with Mr. Jsrdlne, who declared, months 
before, that he wss certain to win tbe Waterloo Cup. He was a 
very fine lengthy upstanding dog, weighing 71 lbs. He Wi 
always last out of the slips, but Invariably reached tbe game first. 
A strong-racing hare salted him best, sh^-roclng bores puzile^ 
him, owing to hls great stride. The first and socond In the purse 
were, respectively, Mr. Jebb’a block bitch Umego, and Mr. 
Borron’s fawn dog Bohemian. Mr. JeSenon'a brindled-and- 
wblte bitch Java won the Plate, Mrs. Randall's block dog Regan 
being second. 

In 1860 Mr. Blsckstock’s r b Mold of the Mill, by Judge Bortol- 
ussl, won; LonI Seftun'sb d b Sampler ran second. Mold of the 
Mill was a very good greyhound st all points, snd In the follow¬ 
ing sesson she won three courses In the Wsterioo Cup, when she 
bod only one eye. But being slipped st so “ albino hsre,” she 
got put ont by a very fast greyhound called RIenil, by Judge 
Riot. The purse wss carried off by Mr. Jardtne’s b d w d Orator, 
Mr. Oragson’t r w d Ramatbon Roy running tecond. Tbe plate 
was token by Mr. Boole’s f b Wild Wave, Mr. Brown’a Beranger 
being the runner up. 

In 1861 Mr. Campbell’s white dog Canaradxo was successful, 
Mr. Spink’s fawn dog Sea Rock, by Willow—Fauna, taking 
aecond honors. Conorsdso was s very clever greyhound, snd 


was by Beacon—Scotland Yet, tbe n(oat succeaatul greyhound cross 
of modem days. The first litter bred by the famous pair cum. 
prised Canoradio, Czarina, and Canopy. The next time the Utter 
oonoloted of Cloloja, Coorooran, Sea Pink, and Ses Foam, all of 
whom won many valuable stakes; snd Conarsdzo daring bU> 
brilliant running coreeer won £1,500 In stokes alone, and become 
one of the most auoceasful stud dogs of bis day. This year (1861) 
the purse was won by MI. Gray’s b k w d Borne; Williams, Mr. 
Dunlop’s celebrated r w d Cardinal York being second. Lord 
Seftoo’s b d b Sampler woo tbe Plate, beating Mr. Jordlne’s r il 
Foldontlde In the final. 

Tbe Waterloo Cup of 1862 was carried off hy Mr. Gregaon’s 
black bitch Roaring Meg by Beacon; Mr. Brocklebank’s game 
black-and-white bitch Bowfell was second. In her fourth course 
the latter dtslocate(] her neck, but Mr. John Irving set It, snd 
she afterwards beat tbe Hying Klngwater, who belonged to tbe 
owners of Roaring Meg, who wa« a very fine and speedy grey¬ 
hound, a clever snd resolute worker. The purse fell to Mr. 
Spink s white bitch Sea Pink, by Beacon—Scotland Yet. Mr. 
Raster’s famous black bitch Itompiog Qlrl, by Bedlamite—Red¬ 
wing being second. Tbe plate was taken by Mr. Fltxmanrlce’s 
block dog Othello by Hawk. Mr. Jardloe's Foldooside, one of 
the celebrated Jeffrey and Ladylike Utter, ran up for tbe second 
year In succession.—A lic, In Livt Stack Journal. 

French and CootioenUl Dogs. 


In oU matters pertaining to tbe sports of the field we Ameri¬ 
cans of British descent have been stesdlly mnning In a rut traced 
for us by our ancestry, and In the science of veoery we to this 
day acknowledge no other than British authority and pursue 
none bat Britisb methods, without admitting tbe possibility that 
anything may be learned from other nations. 

Visiting tbe great French Exposition at Paris last year, the 
writer did not fall to attend the International bench show of dogs 
from all ports of Europe, to make frequent visits to the famous 
“Jordln d’Acclimation,” sod to carefully examine the sporting 
arms from the best makers of Austria, Germany, Spain and 
France, and he has returned borne thoroughly convinced that 
American sportsmon have more to gain by the importation of 
certain breeds of dugs—hounds more particularly—from tbe con¬ 
tinent of Europe than from England. 

Any candid connoisseur who bos bunted and shot in Great 
Britain must admit that in all the appliances for field sports as 
pursued In that country old England cannot be approached. In 
the banting field, what country can make such a magnificent dis¬ 
play of Incomparable horses as may be seeo at the meets of the 
Quom, the Belvolr or any other fashionable hunt! As for the 
hounds, more purely br^ even than tbe horses, they ore simply 
perfection, but perfect only for tbe style of hunting for which 
they ore used. ’These Eiigllab dogs, so admirable at home, are 
comparatively useless In America, and wc venture to assert that 
tbe best pack In England, could not In our rough forest-clad 
country, compete for a moment with such bounds as are hunted 
by the Asbetons and Brusdaxes of Virginia, the Tuckers of Gas¬ 
ton, North Csrolios, Colonel James Gordon of Mississippi, or 
many other pocks In the Southern States; not that our American 
bounds are better or even os good, for we doubt If there be any 
race of domesticated animals on tbe face of tbe earth as carefully, 
as thoroughly and is wisely bred as first-class English fox hounds, 
but they are bred and trained for hunting In a conntry and in a 
way entirely different from our own. 

'The setters and pointers of England have for tbe last seventy 
years been as carefully bred os the fox bounds, but we have here 
at home native and Imported dogs of both breeds quite as good 
os any In that country. Indeed, we are of opinion that the dis¬ 
play of setters at a recent exhibition at St. Louis, .Missouri, was 
superior to that which we witnessed at tbe Crystal Palace some 
years ago. For fancy breeds of dogs, such as mastiffs, blood¬ 
hounds, terriers In all their varieties, collies, graybounds, bulldogs, 
pugs and others, we most still have recourse to England; but for 
bounds of different breeds, for “griffons” (a race), which we 
shall presently describe, for shepherd dogs, and for “ broquet,” 
we would go to France and Germany. 

At tbe late International Bench Show at Ports tbe setter class 
of dugs wss in no way noteworthy, being made uii chiefly of Eng¬ 
lish dogs of the different strains, such as we are famlltar with In tills 
country. Among the priie-wlnuera In tbe pointer class was Mr. 
Moedona, with hls bitch “ Miranda,” and Mr. Fletcher, of Mon- 
abester, with bis dog “ Dow.” To a foreigner, among the curios 
Itles of the pointer class snd peculiar, we believe, to France, was 
a race of tailless pointers from the Buurbunosls. It la an ancient 
breed peculiar to that province. Though called tailless (“ brsque 
sans queue”), they are not entirely without this appendage, being 
born with a stump, os terriers frequently are. As to the merit of 
this breed in tbe field we have no means of ascertaining. We saw 
here for the first time tbe famous race of dogs called “ brsque.” 
They ore very rare, very difficult to be had for love or money, and for 
use with the gun are valued by the French above all olber dogs. 
To an American eye they were simply very highly bred pointers, 
of which Mr. Edmund Orgill’s “ Flake” might pass for a 
true type. But the most extraordinary and tbe most ioter- 
reetlng of all the breeds of dogs used with tbe gun that 
we ever saw were the “ griffons,” both at tbe exhibition 
and at tbe Jordln d’Acclimatlon. Let the reader fancy 
a large, perfectly formed pointer, covered with tbe skin of a skye 
terrier, and with a pair of tbe brightest and most intelligent 
blacK eyes gleaming through tbe shock of pendulous hair cover¬ 
ing a magnificently formed head, and be can form some idea of 
a griffon. Here Is a race which would make a valuable addition 
to our American kennels. Mr. H. Grafton Dulsny, of Vlrglols, 
who wss with us, made arrangements to bring a pair of griffs with 
him on hls return home. One of these griffons wss pointed ont 
to us as never having met with hls match In tbe field on par¬ 
tridges and^uoils. To one who, like tbe writer, prefers bunting 
with bounds to all other field sports, and who would rather listen 
to the cry of a pock tlian to the ” music of the spheres,” the 
different breeds of German, and particularly tbe French, bounds 
at the exhibition possessed extraordinary Interest, for they ap¬ 
peared to him to be precisely the dogs beat adapted to American 
bunting. Among the French bounds were the Vendean, tbe St. 
Hubert, the Gascony and tbe Porcelolne, all used for the stag, 
the wolf and the wild boar, all large powerful animala, eachbret^ 
of a distinct characteristic type, and each breed tracing back Its 
ancestry three or four centuries. Then were the smaller hounda, 
the baMta and roqueta used for driving deer, foxes sod bares 
to lbs gun, and each showing most decidedly the type of Its 
race. 

Tbe moat remarkable amoog them waa tbe ancient Vendean 
race, large powerful dogs with wide pendolous ears and voices 
like the bull of Baihan, but musical withal. Those we saw were 
black and tan, rough-coated and broken-haired, like a Scotch 
terrier. They look as fierce as so many demons. They have 
very cold noses, end can tire out Ihe great gray wolf or bring a 
wild boar to bay. What a field tbe Northwest wonld be for each 
bounds! Next came tbe St. Unbert strain, large smooth haired 
black and tans, tbe favorite breed of tbe gallant Henry of Navarre 
four hundred yean ago. 

A curioua breed of hoonds was that exhibited by Dr. Oolllot, 
called, on aoconnt of their marklnga, orange and white, “ Force-

THE NHORATORY QUAILS. 

The Mlcratorj quells Imported through Mr. H P. Tobey, of 
Bostuu, heve been received und dlstrlbuteil. They urrlved In 
good coudltloD, uud uH who received them unite In tbunki to Mr. 
Tobey for his efforts In Introducing this new game bird 
The following gives some Idee of tbelr destrlbutlon: 

“Messrs. L. H. Smith, W. Dewur, E. W. Scutcherd and J. 8. 
iiaul sent to Measina, In the Mediterranean Sea, about the flrat of 
March, for a cage containing 100 European quails. The blnls ar¬ 
rived here per express on Tuesday. Immediately on their arrival 
we took them out to the country and liberated them. We have 
every reason to believe these birds will do well here snd will be a 
grand accession to our gsme birds. We hope our farmer friends 
will sssist us In protecting them, for which they wlll|t)e eufflcIenUy , 
recompensed by the endless quantity of Insects and seeds of 
noxious weeds these birds consume;and for our trouble we hope 
In a few years to eujoy the shooting of them over our well- 
trained setters and pointers. They are very much In shape like 
our quail, but smaller, and about the color of a ground bird or 
sparrow. From the way they took wing when lot out of the cage 
after a six weeks' coufluement, we can promise our sporting 
friends that when they become sufficiently numerous here to 
' shoot they will find them no pot shot They fly very much like 
our native bird, but go like a bullet If these birds breed this 
sesson, go south In the Fall and return next Spring, It Is the In- 
teuttoD to Import a large number next year. We hope to live to | 
aee them as plentiful here as they were when the children of 
Israel fed on them. Any one having a curiosity to know what 
the blrda look like can see a pair at Tin Age office."—iffroMrop, 
OhI., Age, 

“ The first migratory quail Imported Into this section of country 
arrived In Baltimore yesterday via steamer from New York, hav¬ 
ing been shipped from Messina, Italy, on the 8th of May. They 
numbered H'J4 birds In all, put up In ueat coops of about 100 
birds to the coop, feeding from troughs like chickens. Although 
the voyage was long, they came over safely, only one dead and 
one sick bird being among the lot, showing prc.i.y conclusively 
the hardiness of their constitution. They are Insectivorous In a 
high degree, and besides the sport their fecundity will Insure to 
the sportsman, they will probably be an a.ldltloual and powerful 
i check to that Iqsect life which Is the bane of agricnltnrlsU

THE FBTLEY RELY RACE. 

On June IS only four started, in London, for the go-aa-you-pleMe 
race for the Astley (World's Champlooshlp) belt. Rowell, the 
bolder, paid forfeit, being lame, and the qneaUon now arises, 
Why didn't Ennto test thia lame leg during the New York pro- 
ceeslon for this trophy I , . 

The sUrtets were Blower Brown, holder of the Championship 
of England belt, E. P. Weeton, John EnnU and A. Hardtug. 
The pace was good from the vary start and soon told lie tale 
on Harding, who went lame In the feet, and ihortly after on 
Ennla, whoaa stomach waa wrong. It apeedlly became evident 
that It was a race between Brown and Weeton only, though the 
public had no belief In Weeton’s pjwer to uptot the champion 
^aa-you-pleaser, who steadily widened out a gap on bis stubborn 
wmpetltor by magnlflcent work. Prevloos records were beaten 
at all points, end sUU the wiry American stuck close to the 
Englishman. On Wednesday the EnglUbman showed signs of 
lameness, and longer reaU by him enabled Weeton to gradually 
cloee the gap, tilt on Thuriday momlug he aMumed the lead. 
When Brown came on the track again It became evident toat not 
only waa the race Weston’s, but that It was a question of saving 
bis dlsunce for the Englishman, whose condlUon became hourly 

Weeton manifeeted wonderful abUltlee of pace and sUmlna, 
going fresh and well, and announced his Intention of doing 540 
mUes. This seemed a probablHty, so fit waa he, and the waning 
Interest waxed tenfold, so that on the closing day a Urge audi 
enee greeted the magnificent performance of the peripatetic 
fraud,"—fraud no longer, for his performance, and the ease of Its 
accomplUbment, leaves him at present away ahead of all rivals. 

Brown Just saved his distance, maktug 45'J miles. Weeton sc- 
complUhed hU550 by 10;55;10, thus winning a bet from Sir J. 
D. Astley, that be would not make the dUtaoce by ll p. m. The 
profits were small, not being over $3,000, a poor comparison with 
Rowell's spolU. Weston evidently thinks so too, and the next 
contest for the belt U set for Now York, In September. 

The results of this race show that 450 miles Is too low a figure 
to mark as the “ dlsUnce" for sharing prollta In these go-ss-you- 
please races. It Is absurd that the man who can not get nearer 
than 98 miles to the winner, should reap a third share of the 
beueflts derived from hla superior performance. It leaves too 
much room for loaliug. If there U any sport in these long Jour¬ 
neys It can only bo when there Is a race, either for first money or 
to save being dlsUnced; consequently we would suggest that In 
future contests, the “ dlsUnce" be made forty or fifty miles short 
of the winner’s. Thus the public will have double chances of fun 
for their in mey; for those behind will keep pegging after the 
leader, and he will do all he can to secure the entire profits.

EiriTOR ^BICAOO Fibld :—Having obeerved with do little In- 
tereat the recent dlacuaalona touching upon the art of shootlug 
croMilng blrda. I merely wish to add a voice of cheer to Schnei¬ 
der and Nanlt for having aenalbly and ably combatted the prK- 

tloe, U not the theory, of abootlng ahead of game to bit It, as 
eliminated by the able pen of Mr. Van Dyke. 

Unqneattonably the human machine, subject as It is to so 
many varying actlona of nerve power, and susceptible to so many 
emotions and funcUonal distnrbaneea. Is a poor contrivance by 
which to demonalrato the problem Involved in the law of moving 
bodies and proJeetUea, and I Imagine It U with this fart In view 
that Nanlt waa Indnoed to suggest to your readers the simple and 
eiaUy-made Uttle trick with the pea-shooter attMbed, wherein we 
get toe muxile of toe gun, aa It were, bearing directly upon toe 
moTlng target, and remaining unchanged and unfixed at the in 
■teot of dteebATKO* .

darlM MO ba doMilbad) 
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A U the pop-gUD, mide out of a alugle Joint of cane and a 
atroDg wooden ramnier made one-half Inch eborter than the gun 
ao aa not to dlaturb the cork miaalle at the ronzzle, and In- 
•erted tightlT through a bole of ume aUe In the upright piece B. 
C la another upright piece and conatitutea the target end. Theae 
abort upright plecea are made with IttUe necka at the bottom to 
be Inaerted Into Inch holea bored In the long bortzontal piece, the 
rear one B having Ita neck an Inch or ao longer aa Indicated at D 
to form a idvot or gudgeon to the block K. .This block has an 
Inch hole In It, and must be burled Just deep enough to bring 
Ita top even with surface of the ground, and now forms a “ box ’’ 
(mechanic's term) to receive the end D, about which the whole 
thing revolvee. 

Before commencing operations provide yourself with two 
pieces of iilcelr cut cork about one-half Inch long to lit very 
light In the gun and to prevent all rgreM of air. Push up one 
to the ronssle; now put In the other and push up about half way, 
leaving your rammer in the gun and behind Its charge. Now 
get an assistant to take hold of the string at F and “ strike a 
trot” round a circle, while you strike your rammer a smart tap 
with a hat up to the handle, and If the cork does not hit the 
urgei end every time and bounce back toward you, then Nanit 
and I will agree to eat the machine and say nothing more about 
It. 

But this Isn't all. Just twist the piece B round a little so as 
to bring the line of sight Just altttid of the target piece, and 
then go through the same performance and see where the cork 
goes. If the gun la a strong shooting one, with the air well 
rompreaaed, you'll have a walk of several yards at every shot, 
and In a different direction ttt recover your cork slugs, ^veral 
Interesting little experiments can be made with this toy machine 
and it will serve to amuse and edify the boys If nothing else. 
My flint one was with the aid of a little *' nigger” who shied 
around the ” consarn ” when I first called him to It, as If be 
thought 'twas the devil's own trap, but who was highly tickled 
In the end to see “ Dat ar thing hit dat ar board runnln' aroiin' 
an' nobody dar to aim it." 

Now comrs Ortyx Cblcagoensls and says be doesn’t believe 
this Instrument will do the work as represented by Nanit, and 
proves by hollow words, only, that Nanit Is radically wrong. 
Once on a time 1 did cry Hurrah! for Ortyx when he was dlplng 
his plaintive notes In favor of the native dog, but when he 
whips around this snaggy point of Nanit's without going up to 
feel thereof, or knowing anything about It, I am forced to be¬ 
lieve he didn't know as much about *'his dorg” as he pretended. 

Then comes Will o' the Wisp, step-father of this new theory 
In the absence of Van Dyke, saying: "I thought In this land 
of common school education that every child had learned enough 
of natural forces to know that It is ttnpouiblt to bit a moving 
object by holding oh to It.” Now, Mr. Editor I will make a 
propoaltlon to Wlllo’the Wisp and Ortyx Cblcagoensls, and If 
they accept the terms without changing color, 1 will confess that 
their mathematical Ideas float in a clean and clear paddle of 
faith, whether they be correct or not, and It Is simply this: I 
will fashion me out a grooved piece of wood, so as to receive In 
Its embrace of leather straps and s;rews, a double barreled shot 
gun, loaded with a killing charge of powder and shot. This 
gun 1 will fix on a plv.it, firmly In the ground, and from Its 
muule and in a line of Its sight I will attach a stiff, unbanding 
rod of Iron or wood thirty yards long In such a manner that 
when they take bold of the farther end and trot round In a 
circle, the musxle of the gun will follow and bear upon any por¬ 
tion of the body that their faith ()) may suggest. 

Now with everything ready and the eager spectators having 
paid up for a peep at the show, will either of these gents step 
out and be harnessed to my magic pole, and let Nanit or 
Schneider pull the string! B<^s I’ll make It easy for you I'm 
not a cruel mao, and will set my gun to feel for your shins, for 
your beads will be needed In the future ” to teach our young 
Ideas bow to shoot.” Accept the situation. Will o' the Wisp, for 
according to your theory the shot will fall six feet behind you, 
and you will come down the home-stretch a la PamU on the 
English turf, “ nary ” shot even In yonr coat-tail. 

Let It be understood, however, that we of the '* hold on” per¬ 
suasion shall examine you both before and after the performance; 
wo must see that your shanks are not galvanised, and that you 
wear mualln Instead of Uolabird's or Snellenburg’s Impervious 
suits of duck and canvass We are to satisfy ourselves when the 
doctor comes that It la not colic, and we are to bold the candle 
while be bunts for the sore place. If It Is not too ludicrous, or 
detracting any from his sense of dignity, Mr. VaoDyke can walk 
up and try the experiment himself. 

Let any man who doubts the Increase of lateral motion or the 
preservation of the Initial force, get on a horse, and while on a 
canter or run, Just as It pleases him, toss up a ball and see It 
•ome back to bis band though many feet or yards may Intervene 
between the place where It went up and where It returns to the 
band. Say, for Instance, we toss the ball up twenty feet, it actu¬ 
ally travels forty before arrested, with two different rates of 
velocity, via: that of going up and the one coming down; while 
It positively preserves throughout these changes Its laUral 
motion tmimpairtd. 

Mr. Editor, I am no scientist, and In the eyes of Mr. VanDyke's 
dlsdples perhaps I may be riding upon the very wings of presump¬ 
tion and sailing tatl-cnd forentoat bock to the “musty, grej dawn 
of philosophy,” and In my Icarlan flight they are watching for 
the melting of my waxen piulona under tae rays of their artlflclal 
Inmlnarles, or rejoicing In the hope of bringing me to earth with 
a bullet shot oArad ol my ” cheek;" but withal, oa long as my ex¬ 
periments furnish ms with different results from those which Mr. 
VanDyke’s furnish Aim, as long as I can And ten men In a 
flve miles ride who read neither the Caicaeo Piild 
nor any other sporllng Journal, and who are willing 
to encamp with me upon the brambled flelds of Ignorance, and 
•bow the gaping multitude that they can knock down all day 
long reven birds out of ten, as limber aa a rag, and that, too, by 
boldlhg on, then do I say, our opinion, If not eorrect, la entitled 
to some belief. 

1 come not to Impart knowledge or Inculoate new principles; I 
cams not to orlticlxe, for I am In^equate to tbs took; but 1 come 
k> seek whst la hidden; to improve upon what I read and bear; 
to gather up tbs gems end pearls of the Held and forest; to pick 
op the psUels of leoowned marksmen, strewn and battered un¬ 
der the Iron target of IrrefTaglblsevIdeoce: and to lay lham away 
oo the shelf of ommory, labsUed with, “the leg^ of a 
vUflered slia to aa laqulr^ soa.” Mr. Van Dyke has a great 


deal to say about “facts,'' Intuition,” “observation,” etc., and 
then turning over such terma with a smile of derision, while 
such men as Dr. Carver—at whom his quill was first directed— 
go on to kitock down their marbles and pennies thrown In every 
Imaginable form and rate of motion with a precision unheard of 
and unsurpa s se d . He also very honestly and candidly furnishes us 
too with a clincher to bla own argument In the example of the old 
banter who kills his “ thousands of deer ” by bolding on; where¬ 
as, according to science he should be throwing away his ammu¬ 
nition Just twelve feet behind bis game. Nqw, I do not deny 
the accuracy of his figures nor the correctness of his views; but 
what I am driving at Is to know where the fallacy Is in a case 
where It Is absolutely ucccssary to hold ahead of game to hit It, 
yet, where It Is not doue, and the same result attained! 

I have occupied, Mr. Editor, more of your space than I In¬ 
tended, and withal proved nothing, perhaps, more than the ex¬ 
istence of exemplary sportsmen and crack shots who hold on 
their game In order to bag It; therefore. In cooclualon, I would 
ask “ Will o’ the Wisp ” If be will accept my challenge to run 
round with the lever of the pivot gun (10-bore, 40-Iocb barrel, 5 
drachma of powder and two ounces of shot) at a distance of 80 or 
10 yards from the butt, with “Nanit” to pull the string attached 
to the triggers while the gun Is In motion. I suggest that 
"Ortyx Cblcagoensls” be bis second, since he will be a good one 
to fly to his assistance. 

Now while throwing all Jests aside with my brethren, (for 1 
have weighed their points and deeply regard their opinions) 1 
must say to Long that he is penning out too short In his diagram, 
or rather fixing It so that our charges will. It Is well known 
that the distance of the game or target can be so Increased as to 
reduce the arc of the gun, or Ita space of motion to an Infinitmi- 
mat part •■/ a uotAhig, and force and velocity expended far short 
of the mark; but we must remember that this question was 
raised by Mr. Van Dyke reviewing the advantages of bolding 
ahead in ordinary quail shooting, which is thirty to forty yards 
with an average closer to twenty-five yards than any other dis¬ 
tance ; wherein I contend that It Is erroneous and unavailing to 
shoot ahead, for at such a distance the gun imparts sufficient 
lateral motion for Its charge to obey the line of sight, with 
velocity enough to hit a center shot, providing the shooter does 
not “flinch” and manipulates his piece evenly and mechanically 
while bolding dead on bis bird. 

It has been estimated years ago that the velocity of a charge 
from a gun or rifle was from :i,SOO to 5,000 feet per second at the 
muxtU; then If such be the cose, together with our improved arms 
and strength of powder, at what rate do we imagine the shot to 
fly thirty and forty yards I As slowly as one-tenth of a second, 
as Will o’ the Wisp saysl And how much of this velocity Is ex¬ 
pended at thirty yards! Why, sir, such an inconceivable or In- 
flnltely small portion as not to warrant one In holding three feet 
ahead of a bird In order to hit it. 

Of course we do not purpose to shoot quartering quail, ducks 
or pigeons at l,0OU yaids, or stand in the middle of our own 
farm and kill game on our neighbor’s, but at any reasonable dis¬ 
tance, one at which the gun is warranted to kill; I hold that the 
charge obeys the line of sight until arrested, as much as the 
spoke of a wheel at the tire or circumference does the motion of 
the hub, and that a novice bad better put down bis gun than to 
start out with flaunting It In the air and off the game. Inviting 
his bird to catch his pellets “ on the fly,” at the rink of getting 
one eye knocked out by the random blow of a stray shot. I 
can’t understand the necessity of calculating Che lapse of time 
between the brain’s order to pull and flight of the shot, which 
Mr. VanDyke has figured down so finely, because I think If any 
calculations were necessary at all It would be upon the time the 
charge left the muule to the end of Its Journey, and that it 
could really be granted to crawl out of the barrels providing it re¬ 
newed Its velocity at the muule, while the gun was held on; as 
evidenced by the feats of Bogardus and other famous shots,where 
In their glass ball exhibitions the gun would hang Are, but by 
being held Hercely on would empty Its contents Into the desceml- 
Ing target Just at or above the ground. This proves how little 
the practical shot pays to the command of the brain. The intel¬ 
lectual monitor might say pull, and the physical man after doing 
so might say: “ Let’s go unt and take a drink,” after pulling, 
and then kill his bird provided he held deat) on In cases of ’'bang 
Are.” 

This question, if freed from a spirit of wrangling. Is an Inter¬ 
esting and Important one to say the least, and It Is to be bupe<I 
that somebody will yet be enlightened without getting crip¬ 
pled, and a proper stdutlon of Che problem made known through 
your columns. There Is one thing, however, certain. If 1 were 
compelled to go into a yard to steal apples, comforted with the 
knowledge that the “old man '* shot at quartering “fellers ” by 
holding on, “those fruit'' wouldjstay there until another Newton 
came along to watch them fall. I tried something similar to 
this once during the late unpleauntness, and for all the land in 
Kansas that somebody Is now offering the “ niggers ” here I 
wouldn’t try It again. We were so situated behind a certain 
fortlHcatlon. that unless we could stay our thirst until after 
dark, we were obliged to skip across an opening—exposed to 
the raking fire of sharp-shooters—to get our water at the spring, 
and although I wun’t hit, and am spared, thank the Lord, to 
write these lines, yet I well rememlier hearing the whispers of as 
many angry missiles In front of me as behind: and I have the 
most convincing reasons for believing those mischievous hoys 
were bolding (fmif on me at four hundred yards; and my speedi 
Well, you can Just bet I was'nt walking. Kit Killbihu.

Euitoh Chiusoo Fibld; —After reading in the last number 
of your valuable paper the various articles advocating the tlieory 
of holding ahead of crossing game, I could but think that If the 
several writers were unable to handle their guns any better than 
they do their pens It would be an easy matter to account fur 
their lack of success In the Held. For their credit as sportsmen 
It Is to be hoped their marksmanship la better than their logic. 
To answer all of their arguments etrialim would be useless, as In¬ 
volving upon most points a mere recapitulation of what I have 
before demonstrated. In addition, some—noticeably be of Chi¬ 
cago who fears to sign even a nom dt ptum*—et id umne gtuuM, 
refuse to answer legitimate reasoning, but prefer, by garbling my 
statements, to set up paper men weak enough for them to over¬ 
throw. Discussion with such men Is useless. Like Oallleo's 
opponent, they fear to look through the telescope lest actual ex¬ 
perience establish the falsity of their theories. It Is as Impoasl- 
ble to “shoot around a comer” with unaapported assertions ss 
with s gun. 

All projectiles obey the same general laws of force. From tlie 
same causes under the same circumstances Identical resultant 
effects will Inevitably follow. Laws of lateral and projectile 
motion apply the same to all forms of matter. Dimply because 
enclosed In a shell In no way renders shot a pbenominal ex¬ 
ception. 

Our anonymous Chicago writer Is evidently a self-made man. 
At least It Is to be hoped so by good Christians, as In that case 
Ood would be rolteved from the terrible responsibility of having 
created a man whose ooncelt leads him to answer that which bis 
InMlect Is loo feeble to understand. Do far as I have been able 


to Judge from Schneider's articles his desire as well os my own 
has b^ to conduct this discussion oourteoualy and falrlv. But 
for my own part I must decline to accept blandering misrepre¬ 
sentation as any legitimate part of what should be a purely | 

selentlflc dlscusolon. So far from repudiating the lateral motion 
theory I have based my entire faith upon Its correctness as laid 
down by acknowledged autborittes and demonstrated by actual 
experiment 

The Illustration given by A. A. F., of Rocheater, N. Y., seems 
scarcely applicable to the point under present consideration. 

That two antagonistic forces, acting upon the same body at the 
tame time, will cause that body to move oo a line between the 
two la true enough; but in the case of a charge of shot no such , 

conditions exist The lateral motion given by the movement of the 
barrel Is simply added to the projectile force Imparted by the 
charge of powder. Why Koahkooong abould have failed In his 
experiment, I cannot underatand. I he apparatus, as I originally 
attempted to describe It, Is almost Identic^ with one given by 
Von LIghtoer, a standard Oerman authority upon projectiles, to 
establish exactly the same point (Lelpslc, 1871, Vol. 1, page 
238.) I can only account for It upon the supposition of some 
Inaccuracy or Imperfection of adjustment or arrangement From 
his description I should Judge that his support was pivoted upon 
the top of the post, and that Uie slide or run-way was nearer the 
post than the target. If this Is true his failure may possibly have 
resulted from the declination of the stick, and might be remedied 
by placing the tramway directly under the target end. But that 
It v^l succeed If rightly managed, la an established fact. If it 
would not, there would follow the absurdity of the bullet or pro¬ 
jectile beginning to travel on a line at an angle with the barrel 
of the pistol or gun the Instant It reached the muxxle. That is 
to say, thelbarrel of the gun or pistol would be practicably useless 
to dlrwt or control the flight of the projectile. With such a fact 
once established. It would be possible to attain numberless won¬ 
derful results, even that of constructing a gun which would 
“ shoot around a comer.”, 

In a few words the situation of the present argument Is simply 
this: In actual field shooting experience has proven to the sat¬ 
isfaction of a certain number of sportsmen, that In order to kill 
crossing game It Is necessary to “bold on.” With certain others 
what Is claimed to be an equal amount of experience has demon¬ 
strated the necessity of “holding ahead.Apparently, the sit¬ 
uation Is one Involving a paradoxical contradiction. In reality, 

It Is the result of Imperfect observstlon. The theory of those 
who “ hold on ” Is In accordance with admitted and proven 
scientific laws. That of their opponents is In direct opposition. 

To explain this discrepancy, I, In common with Schneider, whose 
article, by the way, contains really more sound common sense 
than any other I have seen—not excepting my own—and others 
believe It to be more reasonable to suppose that those who claim 
to “ hold ahead ” in reality and unconsciously fail to do so, than 
to admit a suppression In their case of the laws of nature. In 
this, as In all other cases where an alleged fact is In direct vio¬ 
lation of known laws, it Is more reasonable to doubt the fact 
than to account for it by a miracle. 

In conclusion permit me to apologise for having occupied so 
much space In this discussion. Possibly, however, the calling 
out of so many different opinions, has proven a sufficient com¬ 
pensation as evidencing the general Interest taken In matters 
properly belonging to &e more legitimate and manly sports of 
the field. However, I may at some future time, when not so 
busily occupied, contribute, with your permission,one more article, 

In which, by diagrams, I will show the correctness of my position 
more Intelli^bly than I can possibly do by mere description.

Editoh CuiOAao Fkld: —To those who are in doubt as to 
holding on or ahead of crossing birds I would say get Bogardus’ 
book, “Field, Cover and Trap Shooting,” and In it will bo found 
all the instructions that anyone could wish for In shooting flying 
birds. Bogardus Is very plain in bis Instructions to l>eglnnera; 
any boy who can read can fully understand them. He instructs 
to bold ahead of crossing birds. Even at twenty-one yards be 
points out the necessity of holding ahead. 1 do not tliink It will 
be said that Bogardus is not s practical man and that ha learned 
the art in school. 

Mr. Dougall, a very scientific gunmaker, and suthor of “ The 
Art of Shooting,” says the velocity of shot at forty yards Is about 
twice that of sound. At tbst rate shot moves at the velocity of 
3,280 feet per second, oraliout twenty-six times as fast as a bird 
flying a mile a minute. 

It Is not to be supposed from the above that It Is necessary to 
hold three feet ahead at twenty-six yards, because the velocity of 
shot Is very much greater at that distance than at forty yards. 
If a duck flying down wind at the rate of eighty to a hundred 
feet per second, crosses you at forty or fifty yards, does It not 
look reasonable that you should make some allowance for the 
flight of the bird! W. W. Stinett, a gentleman who Is well 
known In this state as one of our best shots, says: “ I know It Is 
necessary to hold ahead of croaslng and quartering birds.” 

Nanit, who advocates the “bolding on, lateral motion theory,” 
certainly knows that to cover and follow a bird crossing at fifty 
yards the gun Is moved slower than to cover and follow one at 
twenty-live yards. According to the lateral motion theory the 
greater the distance the lees lateral motion. If anyone who is In 
doubt on this subject will take the trouble to examine any of the 
following sporting books: “Hawker on Shooting,” “Lewis' Amer¬ 
ican Sportsman,” “American Wild Fowler,” “Field, Cover and 
Trap Shooting,’’ and “Frank Forerter’s Field Sports,” he will 
find far better reasons for holding ahead of crossing birds than 
the advocates of holding on have yet produced. 

I bold ahead, but that amounts to nothing as advice. But 
when such men as Hawker—one of England’s greatest sports¬ 
men and the Intimate friend of Joseph Mantou, the celebrated 
gunsmith—Bogardus, Lewis and Frank Forrester all say bold 
ahead, I believe them, and why not? Their advice agrees with 
I be practice of the beat shots In the land and the laws of motion. 
The things to be considered are Ihe relative rates of speed. Any¬ 
one who has read the articles In the CoiCAon Fibld written by 
Van Dyke can easily see that he is a practical sportsman, and not 
given to drawing the "long-bow.” Schneider seems to think it 
strange that Van Dyke and others who advocate bolding ahead 
do not claim to be crack shots and still claim the privHege 
In advise others. I have read every article written by Van Dyke 
which hasappeared In the Chicaoo Fibld and Forat and Stream, 
and was always greatly Interested, and appreciated them fully 
as well as if be had asserted that he was a crack shot. I believe 
the theory of holding on Is wrong—so good-night. Fiblds.

To say tint It emanated 
from the mlud and the pen of Hertort might be sofllcleot goar- 
antee ol Its literary ezeellence to all who bare read the gems— 
sporting, roouuiUc and historical—of that bright, though onfor- 
tonate geolos. It Is In the highest sense a historical romance, 
treating of the tlmea, the manners, and the sonl-stlrrlngeTents of 
that age ol soperstltlon and witchcraft, with a fidelity and beauty 
of des^ptlon most characteristic, which claims alike the admira¬ 
tion and the Interest of the reader. The romance waa prepared 
for publication and stereotyped In l8M. bat flnsnclal depression 
followed, the plates were lost or forgotten, and baring been re¬ 
cently dlseovered the enterprising publishers, J. B. Lb>plncott A 
Co., of Philadelphia, hare laauad a handsome edition Mthe work 
so long delayed. Being tranght with onnsoal Interest It will no 
doobt be eagerly sought by all admirers of the lamented Forester. 

It may not be uninteresting to note In this connection that the 
stereotype plates of Mr. Herbert's earliest published works, "The 
Brother^'' and ''Cromwell," are reported to be still In existence, 
and only await a suitable manifestation of Interest on the part of 
the reading public to stimulate tbe publishers In Issuing a new 
edition of those early favorites. “Old Noll; or, the Maid's Re¬ 
venge''—formerly Issued under the title of “Msrmaduke Wyvil” 
—still meets with public favor, and “The Roman Traitor" will 
In all probability long hold Its position as one of the claasics; but 
strange to say, aside from these all of Herbert's spirited produc¬ 
tions In tbe realm of Sctlon have become obsolete—swept aside to 
give place to later, though not abler or more entertaining, addl- 
tlODS to American literature. 

It might be interesting here to draw a comparison to tbe fate 
of bis most learned and elaborate productions In Action, and tbe 
ever Increasing popularity of hla sporting works, but this has 
been done so aptly by tbe genial Toxophllus In his able serial 
entitled “ Foresterlan Bibliography "—no doubt stIILfresh In the 
minds of your readers; and tbe popular character of his sporting 
brochures and miscellaneous articles has been so judiciously al¬ 
luded to by Abe Dakotah In a late Issue of tbe Caioaoo Field— 
wherein he refers to tbe “ Fugitive Sporting Sketches ” of Frank 
Forester—that little remains to be said. Tbe writer would, 
however, return his cordial thanks to Abe Dakotah for the kind 
and evidently sincere compliment to a work which bos been to 
the editor and compiler a labor of lore i. *.—In gathering from 
the wayside such gems from Forester's pen as might otherwise 
have fallen Into oblivion. 

I cannot close this rsmbling sketch without adding my testi¬ 
mony as to tbe excellence of those rare sporting pictures In water 
colors, “The Tight Shell” and “Trying for a Double." The 
former depict* to tbe life, and tbe latter to the death, os well, 
tbe anticipations and uncertainties of wlld-fowl shooting. Even 
tbe visage of tbe sportsman while attempting to withdraw “ The 
Tight Shell," speaks volumes of failing hope and of a temper 
not altogether unruffled at the mishap. To the devotee of wild¬ 
fowl shooting, these superb pictures recall scenes and events viv¬ 
idly to the mind's eye, and upon the walls of tbe sportsman's 
study or sanctum, are of untold value during tbe weary months 
when be can enjoy Acid sports only In contemplation, and hence 
serve to soothe tbe mind, like unto gentle and quaint old Isaak 
Walton's “ contemplative man's recreation."

Editor Chicaoo Field;—I have been Intending for some 
time to send you a few Items from this part of tbe country. 
Qualls are not ss scarce as I anticipated at tbe close of last Win¬ 
ter; I have seen quite a number here of late, and hear from dif¬ 
ferent localities that they are much more plentiful than waa ex¬ 
pected. This,’ I think, proves beyond a doubt that they are mi¬ 
gratory. Pinnated grouse are going to be more numerous than 
for several years, as It has been dry during the hatching season, 
and prairie Ares have not been so extensive. 

Tbe only kind of sport we have here at this season la Ashing 
with book and line, and squirrel shooting. We have plenty of 
squirrels here, and It Is certainly Ane sport to shoot them from 
tbe tops of tall trees with a .28 cal. ride, and It takes a good eye 
and steady nerve to make a success of It It Is considered on- 
sportsmanllke among tbe members of our club to shoot a squirrel 
anywhere except through tbe bead. 

I am much pleased with tbe appearance of tbeCBiOAOO Field. 
Itls certainly what Is claimed for it, “ 2*As Amniem Sporltmtn'i 
Journal." 

“Holding Ahead" and “ Holding On’’ are very Interesting snb- 
jects and have been elaborately discussed here of late, and each 
seem* to havesome strong advocates and tesaable theory,but In my 
bumble opinion holding ahead Is the suiest way to get meat, ea- 
peelally when shootlag crose-Aylng ducks at forty to sixty yards 
with the modern choke bore. Capt Bcgardns and J. W. I/>ng 
are very good authority on that subject and they both say, " Hold 
ahead.” We have had some Ane Illustrations Of both theories In 
our club. Two members, both advocates of bolding ahead, shot 
from the same blind one day during the last duck sesson, one 
agreelug to Md on and the other to Hold aKaad, with tbe flow¬ 
ing result: Holding ahead killed thIrty-Ave ducks, bolding on 
killed seven duck*. 

H. M. M. say* tbe way he comes to know that he bolds square 
on Is, “ Many times I have missed my Mid with roy Arst bairel, 
and when I caught sight of It again bad It nicely covered with 
my second." My opinion is that he bos never found be bad hi* 
bird covered with the second barrel after using Ave drachms of 
Orsnge Ducking No. 4 powder, or else he did all hi* shooting 
before recoil became ao fashionable.

Forester's Fdoitivr Skrtches.— St. Paul, Minn.—Editor 
Chicago FMd; —I suppose there Is no reader who does not wish, 
upon laying down the “Field SporU " or the “ Warwick Wood¬ 
lands," that the author bad lived to give us still other works 
upou these subjects—for although Frank Forester wrote more 
Sj^rtlng books than any other writer, yet we all feel that he who 
poured out with such lavish and easy profusion must have in re¬ 
serve an inexhaustible store from which to draw, without any 
necessity for either repeating himself or growing stale. The 
realisation of such a wish is Impossible. But If any forgotten 
works of tbe same author could be found and brought to light 
the effect would be nearly the same. This has been accomplished 
by Fred. E. Pond, of WestBeld, WIs. The resulto may be found 
in a modest Svo. volume, entitled “ Fugitive Sporting Sketches, 
by Frank Forester.” It Is true that the materials for him who 
could get command of the periodical literature of thirty years 
ago, and who should besides know where to search, might have 
afforded a larger return; but then, I suppose the editor wisely 
decided be had enough fora trial venture; If the sporting public 
show that they want more, it may bo forthcoming. Tbe book 
contains twelve sporting sketches, by Herbert, Including one on 
the domestication of gamebirds, never before, I believe, In print. 
This Is certainly a seductive prospect for lovers of good sporting 
literature. Here they may see the original germ of Forester’s 
great work on “The Field Sports of North America.” It con¬ 
sists of a series of articles Bret contributed to tbe Omocratie 
Review, and In point of time Is the Arst of Forester’s didactic 
writings. Among the others, worthy of especial mention, is 
“ My Blase at Bsrnegat," In the same vein as those well 
I known gems, “ My First Day’s Partridge Shooting ” and 
: “ The Torksblre Moore,” in “ The Dog and Gun." For abandon 
and the easy power with which the author here lays on the colors 
three sketches are equal to anything that ever came from his 
baud. No one can afford to let slip tbe chance to add to bis 
library another work by the same pen that wrote the “ Field 
Sports."

Tbe Willett Is distributed across North America, but, unlike 
many of Its allies. Its northern dispersion Is restricted, and It 
breeds anywhere In tbe United States In suitable resorts. I have 
found It wherever I have been In tbe United States. There were 
a few on tbe upper Rio Grande when I crossed that river in 
June, 1864, and during tbe same month I saw many more,'weet- 
ward in New Mexico, especially along tbe Zunl river, where I am 
sure they were breeding. Some resided in a marshy tract near 
Fort Whipple, In Arlxona. Others occurred to me in June and 
July In eastern Dakota. On tbe North Carolina coast I found 
the bird breeding In great numbers In tbe marshy Bats just back 
of tbe beach In May and June. 

Tbe nest Is placed near the water of some secluded pool, or In 
tbe midst of a marsh, whether fresh or salt. In a tussock of grass 
or rushes. It Is a rude structure, of tbe simplest materials, raised 
a little way from the ground, and with a shallow Indentation. 
The eggs are very variable in all respecU. As to sise and shape, 
the following measurements show the differences; 1.90 by 1.45; 
1.95 by 1.50; 9.00 by 1.50; 8.05 by 1.55; 8.13 by 1.60; averaging 
about 8.00 by 1 60. They are less pointedly pyriform than the 
eggs of the smaller tattlers and sandpipers. Tbe ground Is some¬ 
times brownish-ollve, or drab, or clay-color; sometimes, again, 
quite buffy-brown; In a few eases greenish or graylsb-white. 
'The spotting Is bold and distinct, but little massed even at tbe 
greater end, where, though the spots are largest and most nu¬ 
merous, they generally remain dlsUnct. The spots are mostly 
clesn-edged and sharp, of moderate size, but sometimes quite 
due and scratchy. They are of various umber-brown shades, and 
accompanied with the usual obsolete shell markings 

Under ordinary circumstances wlUets are notoriously restless, 
wary, and noisy birds; but tbeir nature Is changed, or, at any 
rate, beld in abeyance, during and for a short time sJter Incuba¬ 
tion. They cease their cries, grow less uneasy, become gentle, if 
still suspicious, and may generally be seen stalking quietly about 
Ibe nest. When willets are found In that humor—absent-mind¬ 
ed, ss It were, absorbed In reBectlon upon tbeir engrossing duties, 
and unlikely to observe anything nut directly In front of tbeir 
bill—It Is pretty good evidence that they have a nest bard by. It 
Is the same with avocets, and probably many other waders. 
During Incubation tbe bird that Is “off duty” (both parents are 
said to take turns at this) almost always Indulges in reverie, 
doubtless rose tinted, and becomes In a corresponding degree 
oblivious to outward things. If then they are not set upon in a 
manner entirely too rude and boisterous, the Inquiring ornithol¬ 
ogist could desire no better opportunity than he will have to ob¬ 
serve tbeir every motion and attitude. But once let them be¬ 
come thoroughly alarmed by too open approach, particularly If 
tbe setting bird be driven from her nest, and tba scene quickly 
shifts; there Is a great outcry, violent protest and tumult, where 
was quietude. Other pairs, nesting near by, join tbeir cries till 
the confusion becomes general. But now, again, their actions 
are not those they would show at other times; for. Instead of 
Bylng off with the Instinct of self-preservation, to put distance 
between them and danger, they are held by some fascination to 
the spot, and hover around, wheeling about, Aylng In circles a 
little ways to return again, with unremitting clamor. They may 
be too easily destroyed under such circumstances, provided the 
ornithologist can lay aside bis scruples and steel himself against 
sympathy. 

The half-webblng of the toes renders this species something of 
a swimmer. If necessity arise; but It ocly takes to water beyond 
its depth under argent circumstances. In size as well u In 
plumage It la very variable; the length of the legs, particularly, 
varies In different Individuals to a surprising degree. 

Artificial Flte'i. 


Whenever any Ash displays the unfortunate propensity of leap¬ 
ing for the tempting morsel of winged Ales, hovering over the 
surface of Its haunts, he Is apt to become sooner or later aware 
of the Instinctive fact, that there may be two kinds of them, nat¬ 
ural and artlAclal. By taking a fancy to tbe former, be will, of 
course, gratify his stomach, and by manifesting a preference for 
the latter, he Is sure to confer a favor upon tbe walcbfnl angler, 
who owns a whole collection of all sizes, colors and varieties. 
Why, however, all members of tbe Bony tribe are not obliging 
enough to take unhesitatingly to tbe gaqdy titbit selected with 
so much care for their special gratlBcatlon, Is an Interesting 
puzzle, and hence tbe catering to their love of tbe esthetic side 
of grub* and Ales, has become empirical, is governed by arbi¬ 
trary Individual fancy, and has thereby resulted In the eztended 
fabrication of countless nondescript, silky feathery bits, which 
surpass In their display of colors those of the richest tinted 
tropical Insects. If tbe Ash would only be Induced to be Im¬ 
pressed with the beauty of tbe red and orange glisten of colors, 
which determined bis would be captor to buy them. Ashing 
would soon cease to be sport, from the certainty attending to 
each cast. Tbe brain and the notions of trout In particular, are 
however of a different make up than those of mao, and If the 
latter would wish to be more successful, be must study them 
from tbeir point of view, which 1* governed by natural habits 
and transmitted Instincts. 

The Impulse, which urge* tbe trout, herring, salmon, bass at 
id omne gtnue to please the expecting disciple of Walton, origi¬ 
nates either from a desire to And an acceptable morsel for tbeir 
stomachs or else, as observed In case of tbe salmon, from a desire 
to give vent as It were to the exnbersnce of tbeir vital forces In 
tbe same manner ss that of a cat when she plays for sake of 
exercise with paper rag* or rolling balls. Some rags will please 
her better than others, snd she will therefore make a quicker 
spring for It, like the Dolphin when tbe silver plaited spoon 
book is substituted for that with attached white rag, which has 
been trailing unheeded for hours In the wake of the ship. Tbe 
captain who has discovered at last the proper charm, feels the 
strain upon bU line, now haul* In quickly hla prise to enjoy the 
disylay of Its gorgeous hues which continually change with tbe 
last convulsive pangs of tbe dying Ash. SomeUmes Ash wiU take 
a notion to almost anything In shape of a By or rag; at other 
times nothing can coax them to forsake their apathetic attitude, 
and no matter bow cunningly tbe doEzlIng bait may quiver 
before their very eyes, they per no heed lo It, 
and tbe Bsberman la rewarded for his patience by bad luck, tbe 
more common than uncommon experience of his patience. Where 
trout are abundant but little srience Is needed to make a good 
banl at almoat any Ume,ralD or sunshine, although mornings and 
svenlnga are most ramnneratlva, being tbe natural feeding hours 
of most animals. It seems, however, that tbe supply of th* 
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experienced end unwuj deoUen* of brooki ud l»ke» become! |

The single 
partitions of the tall feathers of common roosters make excellent 
Imitallona of the antennae or of caudal appendages, like those of 
the June flv, while the st.ffcr psrU may be used for substitutes of 
legs If the insect be Urge like grass hoppers, s coat of flne oil 
oalnt Is applied lo Imllate the natural green or brown color of 
their l)odle8, and but little skill Is needed to make Ihu fac simile 
so natural, that an experienced eye alone can detect the cuning 
deception, lii this manner an adranUgo Is obulned, which sur¬ 
passes the feather fly In this respect, that the gutU percha wings, 
by reason of being Impermeable to water, never collapse but re¬ 
mains always fully expanded, no matte/ how wet they may be. It 
Is easy lo conjecture how temptlog such a bait, trailed elowly 
over still poou becomm to any flsh, trout In parUcular, which 
surpasses the rest by lU avidity to seize greedily upon 
any Insect when It struggles to escape by trying lo uke to the 
wing or gain the safety lo the near-by bank. Any caUrplllara may 
also be made with ease In the same manner; all that la needed 
Is to give them a good deceptive c*>at of paint, which answers lU 
purpmie as well In case of the trout, aa the well colored decoy 
duck for passing flocks of blue-bills or mallards. There are many 
anglers who possess a sufflclent amount of skill and Ingenuity, 
and who could no doubt upon the outline of these elemenUry 
tuggestloiis, which may be of service when all other dcvlcee have 
proved without avail. 

KomuDce In Natural History—A Hook Review.

Kpitor Chicaoo Kielp;—I t is so common for newspapers In 
their book reviews lo bespatter everything with praise, whether 
deserved or not, that I have been deceived Into buying much trash 
by their fulsome notices. As editors wont plainly uy, what they 
know to be true, that the book of an amateur dabbler In some 
subject which he likes, but bssooly s mere smaitering of, la very 
weak and shows the author's love of the subject mingled with bis 
Ignorance of It; It then, If done at all, falla to the duty of cor- 
respondenU who may be luterested enough lo give their time to 
the beiiellt of their fellows and tell the plain unvarnished truth 
after the manner of your evidently well Informed correspondent. 
G. B. G., who lately reviewed “The Commercial Producu of the 
Sea " In your columns, and showed with how little knowledge of 
American Hsberies a geutleman could write a book about them. 

1 have been watching the columns of the Chicaoo Fibijj, which 
is now the acknowledged mouthpiece of all inlereated In flab, 
nshlug and sciustic life, as well sa In canine matters and Held 
sports generally, for some abler hand to show up the absurdities 
of a receot publication by the Appletons, (who by the way publish 
so much "Popular Science ” that I am surprised at It), of a book 
entitled “ Ocean Wonders." This book so mixes fact and Action 
that Its Influence Is most jierniclous, as ermnsous Ideas are so 
easily retained. The day of romancers In the realms of ostursl 
history should be past, when so many honest, earnest students

Mtr,' the domain of nature being either stale or iDsuOlclent, the 
BnterprlBing author msnufsetur^ s new spectra, s rooostioeltj, 
which he liivcsied with characters helonging to widely separated 
forms of animal slrueture. If a Hlherniclsiii Is permissible. It 
may be said that he dsscribes a nondsscripl, mixing In an incon- 
giniis jumble uurelaled pecnilarltlea of different divisions of the 
animal kingdom. 

“The avertge novel reader, whose appetite la aroused by the 
moth'll or activity of the narrative, and whoee Interest Is retained 
hy the momentum as well aa by the glamour of Hugo's tz- 
ploelvr and verbal pjrotechny, It may be preanmed la not 
sufficiently well Inform^ In such roalUra either to notice, or be 
offended by, such trivial Crimea against nature. 

" Hugo connected hta Invention with the euttleflabea by calling 
It ' la plrttvrt,' which la the provincial or local nama among the 
llehermen of tha channel Islanda tor the eight-tooted cattles 
(Octopoda) of the regtoo, the ' Poulpe' of French authora- 
Herein lies hla ollenae.

“ Aa, aooo after the appearaoee of this book. Hr. H. Croata, 
one of the Intelligent and able editors of the Journal i* Cameky- 
liolvylt (April, 18M), under the UUe of ' Un molluaqoe beln mal- 
Uelte,’ (a Iraoalalaon of which may be toond In the Jmtrlean 
Journal of Ctmeholayy (vol. 3, pp. 994-l«»), pointed out Hugo’s 
numerous abaurdlUea and special Inaccuraclea, there la no necea- 
alty for lodlcatlng them again; butaa we have to notice other 
line of a similar nature, It leaa beluoua, by other alnoerv. It may 
ba well to quote in part the concluding portion of Mr. Crosse's 
juatiflable and pertinent crlUclsiD: 

*• • It la • • • the duty of thoae who have • • • devoted their 
Uvea to the study of science to point out end rectify such gross 
errors, much more dangerous when they emanate from so eminent 
a writer as M. Victor Hugo than If they come from an obscure 
author. We must add that, though this unlucky chapter Is full 
of every kind of enormity and of facts absolutely f alie as to science, 
the paper of Paris which has the largest circulation, although not 
the most IntelUgent, has especially selected It aa a speclmeo of 
the work, and transcribed It at full length witii the most fulsome 
eulogies.’ 

“Mr. Crosse In closing. Ironically adds: We see thereby that 
the InstmctloD of the msases In the natural sciences la In good 
bauds sod well directed. M. Michelet, also a eoufused lUtarnUur 
In regard to science, had already drawn quite an imaslug and 
fanciful portrait of the Poulpt-, but after that sketched by Victor 
Hugo nothlog more can be added. It It easy enough to make It 
more accurate; but to frame It more fantastically would be almost 
an ImpossIblUty.' 

“In the Popular Seifneo JfimlA/gfor January, of the current year 
(p. 8*5) we have a paper on ‘ The Devll-flsh and It* Relatives,' a 
chapter from a book, {'Ocean Wonders,’ In the preae of D. Apple- 
ton (k Co.) In which Hugo’s tensaUunal name Is adopted and 
either for padding or piquancy, perbipa both, a part of his ‘ terri¬ 
bly vivid description ’ Is quoted. The writer, lo obtuse simplicity, 
adds as a mild qusllflcatlon, ‘Though Incorrect In several acleoll- 
fic deUlls, the deacripllon Is the best we hive had, though Jules 
Verne’s Is almost as dramatic and nearer to nature.’ 

"The title, and the foregoing extract, brief though It bo. Is 
sufflclent to Indicate to the tcleoUHc student or lutelllgent reader 
the quality of the article and the probable character of the book. 
If Verne’s ‘general description ’ bad been a little more dramatic 
and a little farther from nature, we may assume that the author 
would have quoted blm Instead of Hugo! Oo a succeeding page 
(347) we are presented with a tentallonal picture, ‘Fig. 3. The 
Glaut Squid,’ In the great double daring act, at the circus folk 
would express It, of clasping a square ended skiff or boat, while 
! at the same lime this devilish fishy ‘ Giant Squid,' not satisfied 
' with stealing the man’s boat It actually 'going for’ the man blm- 
' self, and bad, up to the last time that we looked at the picture, 
already wound or twisted thru arm., around the man’s luu legs. 
Such dellberstely cruel conduct on the part of this ‘Olsot Squid’ 
Indicates that the ‘ Devil-fish and Its relatives ’ are cold-blooded 
aolmale, a fact of physiological ImporUnce; so, loferenUally, we 
get an occasional chunk of knowledge to pay us for the time ex¬ 
pended. We left the poor man (perhaps a legal voter) In a pre¬ 
carious situation, probably getting ready to ‘be drunk alivt.' 

, The picture Indicates that druukenuess lu some of Its forms was 
prevalent at the time It was made, for the proportions of this par¬ 
ticularly, mallclouB ’devll-flsh’ are uottbpseuf any known species, 
while to point the tall (If nol the moral) the convcotlonsj devil’s 
' Ull of the old masters is grafted on In a way to produce a start¬ 
ling effect ou weak nerves 

“ Will the author please inform us what particular species of 
cuttle-fish Is represented In the figure 1 It Is undoubtedly a new 
form. The disproportionately email size of the flos (or tall), 
the peculiar form of the same and mode of attachment, prove 
! this to be a new, distinct and rare species. Is It an octopod or a 
' decapod! Though called a ‘ squid,’ which would warrant the 
I lasomption that It has ten arms, only seven are visible; however, 
the rest may be lu the second cabin! At no one has ever seen 
a cephalopod built on such a model, with the posUrior portloo 
of the body tapering and attenuated to a polul, with a heart- 
shaped tail stuck on It, suggesting a whaler’s bomb-ltnce, we are 
loiced to the oonclusloo that Mr. Damon has discovered a new 
species, which he had better describe, ere the man In the skiff ‘ Is 
drunk alive.’ Before this, however, he should copyright the pic¬ 
ture and get a patent for the tail. Oo page 848 we are Informed 
1 that—' according to sclentlHc clssslflcatlon, the octopus belongs 
to the division of soft-bodled Mollmea, and the class of cepha¬ 
lopoda—meaning feet proceeding from the bead.’ Is there a 
division of bard-bodled molluscs, and do the decapods belong to 
' Itl Again, we are Informed, ‘ of the octopoda family Is the smtll 
paper nautilus or argonaut. How few of our reader>.who have 
admired this beautiful shell, Mh ilt mother of pearl lining ’ (lullcs 
are ours), 'have reallaed that Its former Inbablunt was own eouslu 
to the horrible devil-fish.’ Oh, my I there he goes again, and 
poor but respectable Mrs. Argonaut Is defamed and charged In¬ 
directly with being a relative to. If not particep* rrlmlnit with, 
that ipochryphal devll-flsh of Hugo’s 'The mother of peart Wn- 
tnp Id an argonaut shell la something new. Mr. Damon has In¬ 
vented another species, or else he Is Ignorant of what he hat 
written about. Produus your pearly-llued Argonaut, and the 
dealers In concbological diUetanli of Europe and America will 
purchase all your specimens at fancy prices. 

“ Tryuo, at the close of hla general remarks on tht cephalopoda. 
In his manual of conchology, referring to this paper, misquotes 
the title, but says, ' thoae who prefer modem marvels will find 
Id It a choice assortment.’ 

“ If sucB be popular science the lees of It the better.’’ 

Mr. Stearns then turns bis caustic pen to Harper’s Magazine 
for February where he shows how the “Treasures of the Deep” 
are badly treated, and then to Webster’s Dictionary, which comes 
In fur a big share of correction on this subject, but I mnat re¬ 
serve them for a future article.

The logic of the numerous advertlaemeots in the columiii of 
many leading papers, both weekly and dally, referring to attract¬ 
ive Sommer resorts la this, that a large alream of toil-worn denl- 
sena of our heated and crowded cities will again wend their way 
to where they may enjoy during the hot mouths of July and 
Angoat, in some cool nook, a few weeks of sorely needed recrea¬ 
tion. But where to go la the queatkm The aportamau Is natu¬ 
rally aniloua In respect to flrst-claas fithlug advanUgea, since bis 
gun Is quarantined during the close season, and he stodlea at¬ 
tentively the many excellent pictorial circulars Issued by some of 
the most enterprising railroads which, like thegreatNortbwesteni, 
extend their ramlflcatloua Into the very baarta of districts which 
were but a few yean ago perfect wllderoeases. In which roaring 
cascades and swift rannlng atraams still teem with thonaaods of 
speckled beauties, the very nenUon of which makes bit heart 
leap. Here he may contentedly for awhile bid good bye to hla 
hualncta cares and revel In the rteh repast uatore often with un¬ 
stinted hand lo her devoUea and admlren. If only musqultoas, 
sand and black flies could be induced to seek Uke Um n- 
tlrement from their routine of active bnolneat, what a charming 
time might not be Mi}oyed by those who love a good day's flah- 


Ing, which they an sure to find In many of the brooks and 
stnoms of the mountalna and plains In the tbirkly wooded belts 
stretching from chains is tar westward as Uw foot of the Rocky 
Mountalna 

But few wUl think that they may escape the diaeumforta of the 
hot Summer by tnveling eontb, aswenaturaUy aasoeUle the Ides 
of lutolenble beat with all porta of the Uutoo below Dixon and 
Mason’s line. In order to dispel this prejudice, we may offer s 
tew suggestions to those who think that their only way to escape 
Is to go aa far north aa time and meant permit, which may Involve 
a large expenditure of either when i be prospective traveler lives 
too far away, since the question of lower tempenture Is not 
merely one of higher latitude but of elevation at well. 

School geographies lead us to believe that Mt. Wasblngtoo Is 
the highest point east of the Mlsalaslppl, but later measuremsots 
show that there are In western South Carolina and Qeorgis 
no less than eleven peaks of higher elevation. At 4,000 feet 
stove see level the temperature even In the tropics during mid¬ 
summer la cool and pleasant on account of Its extreme evenness. 
We have aat shivering on July mornlnga alnogalde -if a scanty Are 
In the mountalna of St. Domingo, while at that time the temper¬ 
ature lo the low lands rose frequently to 118° F In the tbsde. 
We can even vouch for the truth of the curious, but oevertheleas 
actual fact, that the Summer mouths at Caracas, South America, 
may to spent wl b greater comfort than near the city of Bostoo, 
which Is fairly within the limits of the cold temperate aunc. 
The highlands of the Southern States tar north of the tropical 
belt, and thickly covered with dense forest, which favor copious 
showers of rain during Summer, seem to combine the very sil- 
vanUges which are needed to insure a cool and salubrious cli¬ 
mate at that time, and may yet become the .Mecca of many s 
tourist who wishes to pass s few days lo some eecloded corner, 
where he may eojoy to bit heart’s couleot the beauty of this wild 
and romantic scenery, where game end fleh abound. To tbuse 
who are fond of water travel the thoree of Lake Superior or the 
realms of the Dominion hold out a tempting bait, particularly If 
they ere fond of trout and salmon flsbtng, which Is unrivalled In 
the latter. The ways and means of getting there are withal con- 
veolent, sod the angler who has once tasted of the pb asuie of 
hooking the ailvei^plated chunk of aquatic beefsteak, commonly 
called aalmoD, will to likely to remember tlie exciting sport, and 
prepare hli reel and rod for another raid. Salmon abounds 
still In great numbers along mauy atreama which empty their 
floods Into the seas bordering the provinces of Quebec, Nova 
Hcotls, Newfunodltud and New Brunswick. All of these, with 
the exception of the last, are, however, prohibited grounds, and 
are either under restrictive control of the governmeot or are 
leased to private parties. Properly appointed fish wardens, en¬ 
camped on or living near the fishing grounds, take care that the 
rights of their respective employers are duly respected, and thus 
a wholesale check la exercised upon those whoee poaching pro¬ 
pensities would soon exterminate the last vestige of this noblest 
of our game fishes. Oo the rivers owned by the colonial gov¬ 
ernment the angler Is, however, permitted to fleh all be pleases 
by paying a royalty of uoe dollar each day for the privilege, 
while on privately held pools he may also enjoy In full bis sport, 
if fortunate enough to know the lessees, who rarely prove dis¬ 
courteous when convinced that sport, not gain. Is the real ob¬ 
ject of the application for a permit. 

Salmon altalos to great size sod perfection In most of the 
livers which flow Into the great Gulf of St. Lawrence, and the 
many nuble specimens now exposed for sale In our flsh market most¬ 
ly from the Restlgouche, Neplsslgult, Metspedla, Molsle, Cssco- 
pedla and others attest their superiority In respect to weight 
and cundltlon. All of these grounds are now easy of socets by 
the lately constructed and splendidly equipped interculoulsl rail- 
roed, which counerts Quebec with Halifax and carries the angler 
BW.flly within a few hours from the former city to where be 
may cast bis fly for sufflciently large brook trout or salmon, to 
test the stroDgth of bit Ashing gear to the utmost. The latter 
welgolog aa high as forty pounds, are of uo uocommon occur¬ 
ence Id the Cascopedia, while they average on the Restigonebe 
about twenty pounds or slightly over, which allows a fair margin 
for a goodly number of thirty pounders. It Is a curious fact, 
that many rivers do not cootalo a single salmon, but fairly swarm 
Instead with trout of the variety known as sea trout, and called 
here ealmoD trout. They have precisely the same habits and 
are of the same pattern as the brook trout, from which they only 
differ essentially by their greater sixe sod to some extent of 
color, which Is generally lighter In particular along the back, 
while the light red spots of the latter are replaced In the eea trout 
liy duller marks. These differences appear, botverer, only aa more 
or less striking upon accurate comparison of different Individuals; 
the angler would find It bard work to arrive at correct cooclnslons 
before he lands them, whether It be one or the other, since they do 
not differ In Ihelrwayof taking the fly or halt. Among tlie many o! 
each variety we have bad the pleasure of capturing we have never 
been able to make out the slightest difference In respect to their 
normal habits and actions. They attain In several of the streams, 
partlcnlarly In those of the sonthern shores of Labrador, lo 
great size, and the capture of specimens of Are pounds Is on 
the Mlngan an every-day occurrence. 

It Is doubtful whether there are any Ashes showing as murh 
tendency towards variability as the trout and aalmoo. Thera are 
brook, lake and sea trout, land-locked and ordinary salmon, with 
all possible grades and ebades again between these well defined 
species. 

If geology It correct, which from the nature of Its adduced 
evidence cannot be doubted, there must have been a time when 
a unlveraal ocean covered the whole surface of our earth, then 
only dotted here and there by clusters of low and email lalands, 
the nucleus of a later contlneulal development. They had then 
essentially the same aspect as those of some archipelagoa, such 
aa we now find In the pacific ocean. A uniformly warm climate 
reigned everywhere, a^ hills and mountains, and lakes made 
their appeirance long after. That fishes exlstto at that time of 
high pe|;fectlon and great variety la proven by the testimony of 
their remains entombed In many rock formations upon our sur¬ 
face, and that they were all marine species Is equally evident 
from the nature of the element In which they must have lived. 
We would soon kill fresh wateF fishes, brook trout Included, by 
transferring them toadifferent medium, unsulted to their natnrr, 
and since a former universal oceanic waste covering our esrtb 
could Dot have given rise to any possible development of fresh 
waters, excepting In form of rslus, wo mnst either accept the 
theory of sncceaalve and spontaneous oreatlve efforu to account 
for the manr animals now exclusively oonflned to fresh water, 
or a slow and gradual accllmattiatlun of their salt water ances 
toil to the new element In which their posterity thrives at pres 
ent. Brook tront llriog In fresh water alone could not bare 
been well developed before the tea trout, nor the latter before 
the salmon, wblob pastes still half of its existence In the sea. 
The problem of this transmutation of apeetea beooroea leaa con¬ 
founding by adopting the solution afforded by the Darwinian 
theory which shows bow radically In the long lapse of time an I- 
mala may change their forma and baUta, If plaoed Into an altam 
environment, to which they have baootne evenlnally aocuaiomed. 
Millions of iwat ereatnrea not well adapted 10 survive aoddw or 
alow changes, perished and left thalr rwmalna In form of toaaus, 
which afford now the nneniag tell talas of tha periodical ohangas 
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nhrtlcal oonilUoo* our pretont iMinlDKtj lUble eartb bu 
Ttwrtaneod In tbo pMt To tiuoo itop by ttep the uclent 

Mcetton of Um mIdoo would bo on Inpotolble tub, ilnoa 
!!r« iconUnooi of ony thno f»r known toMil remnlni doeo not 
^Jlow of the suing np of Intarrenlng gnpo, but tbot thoro la a 

reUUon betwooo It and tbo brook trout of our Inland 
■treami and lakea may bo woll demonstratod by tbo oeroral In- 
tcrmedlato forma betwoon thoao two extromoa. Wo may thoro- 
lort readily eoncolTa of a gradual development of some former 
troe of salmon Into the sea trout, and then dnally Into tbe brook 
irrat, by taking Into consideration tbelr preseat respective habits. 

Tbe salmon lives still In salt and fresh water, while the sea trout 
urefers a medium between the two, and fretiuents In consequence 
tbe brackish estuaries of the riven In which It Is caught. The 
neat length of time which was needed to accomplish profound 
Ganges ^ former habiu, acconnu for their present divergence 
In form and habit, and tbe consequent Inability of the brook 
trout to live like lU anceston In tbe sea. lU cousin, tbe sea 
trout, suppllea by Its habits and mode of life the defect of the 
Intervening link which unites these apparently widely different 
species of tbe great genus of tbe Salmonida. 

^e have been tempted to digress from our original purpose of 
discussing available Summer resorts by unconsciously following 
up tbe thread of reflections and tboogbto suggested to us by many 
observations, which Intrude themselves upon the visitor to the 
DSturel haunu of these gsmey Ashes. Though tortured by tire¬ 
less Insect pests, and at times Incommoded by lock of comfortable 
shelter, the angler will And himself after all well repaid (or these 
drawbacks, and go again when the proper time comes. Chanm 
a sow pout, whUe the spoiled chUd of pleasure prefers luxury 
and comfort, tbe sporUman dellghU In the very opposite, 
and since wo address ourselves here to this manly fra¬ 
ternity, we hope to escape censure. If by our advice to rough It, 
occasional mishaps and Inconveniences arise. Whoever wants to 
enjoy good sport must put up with the latter, which are after all 
the choice tid-bits of travel, and more pleasant to think of when all 
Is past. If the devotee to trout or salmon fishing has time and 
means at command, lot him make a visit to eastern Nova Scotia, 
whence be may proceed further at any time In some fishing craft 
to Newfoundland or the coast of Labrador, where be is sure to 
find an abundance of black files, moequltoes, along with as fine 
fishing as can be enjoyed on this conllnent. He may also collect 
on the way a rich store of novel experiences like that of tbe 
writer, who left the broken timbers of the ship be sailed In last 
Summer from the harbor of Boston high and dry on the rock- 
bound coast of I.Abrador, which be nevertheless recommends to 
all who are fond of good sport, novelty of scenery, and perchance 
of adventure. 

According to the estimates of Sir J. Taylor In a lecture de¬ 
livered before to the Society of Arts, In London, England, the 
destruction of human life In India by poisonous snakes am 
ferocious animals, might appear almost exaggerated If not back 
by statistics. In 187« no less than 18,878 persons were killed by 
wild animals; out of these 15,8*6 lost their lives by snakes, 917 
by tigers, 887 by wolves; the remainder being by leopards, bears, 
hyenas, etc. The number of wild animals killed during that time 
were 8*8,880, out of which snakes were 818,871. There are sev¬ 
eral waya of compassing the tiger’s death. They are snared In 
pitfalls and traps, shot by spring guns, poisoned by strychnine, 
and killed by sportsmen. The natives of lndla,especlally the Hln- 
doos,hold the tlger,as they do the cobra,In superstitious reverence; 
many do not even kill them,If they could,for fear that they would 
haunt or do them mlacblef after death. In one Instance In the 
central provluces a single tigress caused the destruction of thirteen 
villages, and 850 square miles of country were thrown out o' 
cultivation. In 1869 one tigress killed 187 people, and stopped 
a public road for many weclu until finally killed. The shark Is a 
fierce and bold creature; he dashes among crowds, bathing 
among tbe ghats, and though he seldom if ever succeeds under 
Uiese circumstances In carrying off his prey, yet he Inflicts a 
dangerous and often mortal wound. These accidents appear to 
have become more common of Isle years, since the practice of 
throwing dead bodies Into tbe river has been discontinued. It 
must be remembered In connection with these surprising statistics 
that there are few countries, not even the thickly settled, allu¬ 
vial valleys of China excepted, where the population is as crowded 
as In some of the districts along the Ganges and the Brahmapootra. 
All who are conversant with tbe history of the tiger will also be 
aware of the propensity this animal evinces for human flesh. In 
virtue of which trait they are called man-eaters. It Is asserted on 
good authority that they do not develop this appetite until well 
advanced In years, when their former high muscular powers are 
on the decline, and when they are therefore no longer able to 
live on their natural prey, the deer, antelope and even the buffalo. 
It Is then that they Infest thickly settled districts, and lie In 
wall for the numerous.travelers along the well-frequented high¬ 
ways of upper India. A tiger devours, In exception of the 
generality of ferocious animals, seldom the entire body of Its 
victims, but generally contents himself with tbelr blood and a 
few selected morsels. This accounts for the large number of 
people annually killed by this moat destructive of all wild beasts. 
Of Isle the breech-losdlng rifle charged with lacerating, 
explosive bullets has made. In the hands of the expert, learless 
English sportsmen, great havoc among these dresded animals, 
and bids (air to reduce tbe (earful ravages Inflicted still upon the 
CT.iwded districts of the Britlsh-lndlan provinces, tbe natives of 
which seem absolutely helpless, or stricken with fear, whenever 
they eocouDier thU dreaded eoeioy oi their race. There ie ettll a 
glorious chance for the skill and nerve of the sportsman. His 
trophies are well worth exhibiting, their capture Involving risk of 
life and sure aim at close quarters, not by simply pouring a volley of 
bullets Into the flanks of a helpless creature like tbe buffalo, but 
firing, ns coolly as If practicing at IheUrgel, only wlthvSbU dff- 
fereuce, that a single quiver of the band may belWlast, as he 
will find himself a moment after at the mercy ofhls powerful an¬ 
tagonist. 

CoMmon NpoDSes. 

Twenty years ago, sponges were sulllclently proved to be ani¬ 
mals, but have not until lately been admitted Into the soological 
claaslficatlons. They are now known to belong to the egg-bear¬ 
ing metasoa, though probably the simplest of that grand division 
of animals. An ordinary sbeep’s-wool bath-sponge, which comes 
from our southwestern coast, and can be bought cheaply by the 
pound at all wholesale druggists. Is recommended ss tbe most 
available for elasa teaching. Other sponges, known to the fisher¬ 
men as “dead men’s fingera,’’can be found commonly on the 
plies of oU warves and on rocks below low tide, along our North¬ 
eastern coast. 

When living, tbe commercial sponges—for there are a large 
Varied of HfZiifta known to the naturalist, which, from various 
t aosee, are not employed In the arts—are of a dark brown or 
blseklsb color and reeembte beef liven, the eblttnous fibres of tbe 
skeleton being nowhere visible. The larger openings of tbe main 
lubes or canals penetrating the mass are apparent when t^ ani¬ 
mal la nodlstorbed, but etoae when It Is handled; tbe smaller ^ 
"nlags are not visible, being covered by an external skin whl« 
snvJones the whole mass. This skin consists of two layere, of 
which tbe Inner also descends Into all tbe tubes, lining tbe 


cavities throughout tbe body; the outer layer one does not dee- 
ceud far Into the canals, and acts asasortof selve through which 
the water is sucked by a peculiar mechanism Into all tbe small 
chambers and canals, whence It finds Its way Into the great verti¬ 
cal trunks and Is ejected with force at the two or three large 
orlficee which are so plainly to be seen In a distended bath-sponge. 

Tbe water thus drcmatlog through (he Interior of tbe sponge 
yields np Its nutriment (a minute stomach being Improvised out 
of a cell of tbe dense fleshy mass which Is supported by the elastic 
fibrous skeleton and comprises the living substance of tbe sponge), 
the Instant a floating monel is captured by one qf tbe tiny threads 
which stud tbe Interior chambers of tbe animal These threads 
are always stretching out Into tbe pssslng current. Ashing for 
food. Tbe sponge, then, has no permanent stomach, but extem¬ 
porises as many as It has mouthfula, out of any portion of Its In¬ 
terior surface which Is convenient. When tbe particle of food Is 
digested, the refuse Is forced out into tbe ex^lllng canal, and 
tbe quondam stomach dlaappears. The food constats of tbe floatr 
log clouds of minute animals and plants which abound where the 
metasoa flonrisb. * 

Sponges whose skeletons are of a horny subsUnce called kera- 
tode, do not grow on our coast north of Cape Hatteras, nor on 
the coast of Enrope north of France; their limit In the Pacific Is 
not precisely ascertained, but does not extend far north. It Is 
to this class that the commercial sponges belong. None useful 
for domestic purposes are found on our Atlantic coast north of 
Key West; but In the Gulf they occur up to SanU Rjaaa. Key 
West and Nassau ore the principal markets. The majority of 
those displayed In the windows of apothecary shops are from 
the Mediterranean. In these the lighter color and superior elas¬ 
ticity and density of the skeleton are apparent. They hold water 
better, are much softer and more agreeable to the touch, and far 
more elastic and durable than the American forms, which, of 
course, they greatly exceed In price. The Inferior quality of 
American sponges Is probably due to the excessive heat of the 
watere In which they live, to the greater scarcity of food, and to 
tbe great quantltlea of chalky sediment beaten out from the 
shores and reefs by the Winter storms of the Caribbean Sea. 
The Red Sea sponges are not so fine as the Mediterranean, but 
better than those from our shores. Altogether, only three 
species are sold In the shops, but these are divided by the dealers 
Into a great number of varieties, each of which Is named accord¬ 
ing to locality, etc. 

Sponges grow always attached to hard surfaces, coral-reefs be¬ 
ing tbe favorite support. They are hunted for in shallow water 
by the use of a water-glass. This Is a tube of thin boards or 
Iron pipe, several feet long, with a frame of glass at one end, 
which, when submerged, prevents the flsherraen’s sight from be¬ 
ing disturbed by the glare of the moving surface of the the sea. 
Having discovered the sponge. It Is captured by the aid of a sort 
of fork, or by divers who descend either naked or In armor. 

The naked diver Is carried down by a broad, flat stone of mar¬ 
ble, of about twenty-five pounds' weight, which he holds at 
arm's length In front of him, and usee to guide his descent, to 
protect his bead when he first strikes bottom, and to keep him 
down when he walks on tbe bottom. Fifteen to twenty fathoms 
U th6 ordloftry depths bat beyond tbiSy to forty fAthoaiB (240 
feet), which Is reached In the Mediterranean, more preparation la 
necessary. The man, standing naked In the boat, with the 
greatest energy practices Inflating hie chest to the utmost for 
about ten minutes, and, when the blood Is thoroughly oxygen¬ 
ated by this means, seises the stone and plunges headlong Into 

When the Mediterranean diver Is at a great depth, he often 
remalna. In trying to fill tbe net-bag which Is tied about his neck, 
until he feels the sensation of drowning—the desire to sleep. 
Alarmed by this last symptom of exhausted nature, he jerks the 
light rope which be has taken down with him, and Is hastily 
pulled up by his companions In the boat. If he loses the rope 
he Is usually drowned. The return to the surface, where the pres¬ 
sure is so much reduced, caifSes the blood to Bow from mouth, 
nostrils and eyes; and this, with the absence of normal respira¬ 
tion for so long a time, brings on a fainting fit which lasts, ac¬ 
cording to the depth, (or a longer or shorter time. Two minutes 
Is the usual duration of the dive, and three and a half the utmost 
extent of endurance. The pressure of the water on all parts of 
Uw body at a depth of 30 fathoms (120 feet) Is about 50 pounds 
to the square Inch—at 80 fathoms, 75 pounds, or five atmos¬ 
pheres. Think of such an enormous pressure all over tbe body 
when one Is trying to hold his breath I Should the diver breathe 
out tbe air ha holds In bis Inflated lungs he would never be seen 
alive again. From this terrible tension arises the curious habit 
the divers have of blowing rather than breathing out the air 
the moment their heads rise above the surface of 
tbe water, while the fresh air Is drawn In with a loud, quick res 
plratlon. It sounds much like the “ blowing” of a whale or por¬ 
poise, and Is precisely analaMus. 

Ill American waters, divert never go deeper than about a hun 
dred feet. This Is also nearly the limit for those using the cum- 
bertonie armor, which tbe divers are loth to wear, cooslderfng It 
more dangerous than to go down naked. Tbe skin Is burned all 
off the shoulders of the hsbitual divers, by the combined action 
of sun and salt water; and their hair becomes of a greenish tint 
during the summer, returning to the natural color only when tbe 
diving has ceased for the season. The coarsest kinds of sponges 
only, are taken by such rude methods as harpooning or dredging. 

The preparation of the Mediterranean sponges (or market Is 
conducted with care, they being beaten or trodden out The 
American sponges, on tbe contrary, after being 
air about twelve hours (when they are said to be killed ) are 
then pitched Into pens formed of stakes driven close together In 
shallow water. Here all the membranes speedily decompose, and 
leave but little “ flesh” In tbe skeleton, which U then sqneeied 
and washed out by the flshermcn. The sponges are then dried 
and bleached In the sun, sorted Into sixes, strung upon strings, 
and sold to the agents. These take them to tbe warehouses, 
where the hard calcareous bases, by which they were attached to 
the ocean bottom, are trimmed off. A aecond sorting according 
to quality U made, and they are compressed Into bales re^y 
for forwarding to I^ndon or New York. American sponges, be 
sides being employed In the bath and hospital, are torn apart and 
used as stuffing for cushions, mattresses, etc , and (or the

Mr. Holabird, page 968, thinks that the marsh blackbird might 
be caught as a substitute (or pigeons in trap shooting. Bo they 
can be, in a net, or large box trap, made of slats on sides, ends 
and top. Balt them firet with some corn on a bare spot of 
ground (they will tee It In flying over It), then add a few oaU, 
then tome chicken teed (to be had at any feed store); when well 
baited cover (In a day or two) tlie feed lightly with some straw 
(not too thick), this Is to deter them from gobbling It up too 
fast; set a trap over the food when they get well balled, one einl 
being raised up pretty high on a stick wllh a string atUebment, 
and from your blind, when you think you have got enough uwlcr 
It, jerk out the peg, and yon will have plenty of “red wings.” 
Tbe snow birds come next In tbe winter (the brown and tbe 
white bunting); they are taken In the same way. For 
Summer shooting these damnable English sparrows, that are get¬ 
ting to be such a nuisance, can be similarly caught. I would 
recommend that In shooting at them a few extra shot should be 
put lu, so ss to be sure to kill. They have driven every mart-n, 
bluebird, and wren away, around where I live—all Insect-destroy¬ 
ing birds—while I do not believe they destroy one. Their princi¬ 
pal delight appears to be to alight on a pile of fresh horse manure 
and eat up the 111 digested food. They don’t sing—I wish they 
were all back In Boston, (on tbe Common) whose wicked people 
Inhabiting that ballwick, first set tbe habit of Importing tbe 
(rightful nuisance, since which time Insects have wonderfully in¬ 
creased In that enterprising city, and threaten to eat up FanleuI 
Hall, tbe relics of the Mayflower and other things. 

The night heron (page 288) spoken of, used to breed In a 
swamp at the mouth of Saugatuck river. Conn., (at the east end 
of tbe Norwalk Islands) in Incredible numbers, and boarded. In 
the night time, on the European plan, on the various marshes 
surrounding them. 'They built tbelr nest similarly to the wild 
pigeon, of just a few sticks, seven or eight sometimes on one 
tree. Tbe eggs, as I now recollect, were about half as large os 
a hen’s egg, of a bluish ground, and perhaps with spots In them, 
but ss us boys used to go there across tbe river together “qnck’s” 
eggs fifty years ago, I do not just remember If they were 
speckled.” Like the pigeon they lay two eggs. The flavor Is 
atx>ut that of a goose, or tbe large gulls’ eggs I described In a 
former number, that are so much used In “ Frisco.’’ I fell out 
of a tree once In reaching over to get the eggs out of a nest, so 
I just know how it was myself. CAt.A.MiNK.

Editor Chicago Field: —The following may t>e of use to 
some of our ornithologists throughout tho countiy, considering 
the wide range over which your valuable paper extends. 

The prothonotary warbler, according to our best authorities. Is 
described as a southern Inhabitant, uncommon, and straying to 
Ohio and Illinois; an Inhabitant of Bwam|)B and thickets In 
marshy ground. 

After a minute examination and practical study of the bird 
during the past few weeks, I cannot join Issue In tbe above, tak¬ 
ing exception to Its being uncommon, and straying only to Illi- 
nola Prof. Elliot Coues, one of our greatest and most reliable 
ornithologists, one to whom credit should be given, as credit la 
most assuredly due wllh his usual accuracy and graphic descrip¬ 
tion of birds In general, does not seem to have had the opportu¬ 
nity of examining tbe bird In Illinois. Although I sm not ac¬ 
quainted with tbe gentleman In question, I have examined his 
works with the greatestcare and satisfaction, and I think It was 
because he did not have the opportunity of seeing the bird In Its 
native haunts In Illinois that be gave It In as not common 
and straying to Illinois. My experience Is as follows: Owing to 
tbe recent dry weather which has been prevalent all through the 
country, and especially so In the neighborhood of the Illinois 
river, whereby the low, flat and swampy portions of the river 
bottoms were rendered dry and passable, although mud and 
quicksands abound, I had the pleasure of prospecting through 
country that at other times I would not have been able to do. 

1 found the prothonotary warbler not only common but In 
abundance, and nesting In boles of hollow trees and stumps. I 
have stood and watched tbe old birds feed their young, usually 
four In number, with white grubs from the willow that grows in 
profusion there; also all kinds of flies and moths, one fly resem¬ 
bling the May-fly of Eneland—by-the-bye a splendid tlv (or trout, 
etc. Tbe nest Is rather a rude description for a warbler, com- 
posedof dry roots, lichens, and that peculiar kind of moss, dry 
grass and weeds left there by the falling waters In tbe Spring. I 
did not have an opportunity of finding any eggs, but found a 
good many wllh young birds, and had I been so disposed I could 
have collected at least 100 or 150 specimens of ' Id birds In full 
Spring plumage, bntl simply contented myself with about twenty. 
They did not conlloe themselves entirely to the bottoms and 
swamps, but were found In willow trees flitting here and there, 
not often still, but of a restless disposition. I (onnd them on 
tbe bluffsjaud even In thickets and trees upon the bluffs. 

I send this article to the Cuii'aoo Field simply because It can 
get a wide range in the Interest of ornithology, and (acts are 
what we want—simple assertions and Ideas are of no use, and If 
collectors and ornithologists would give us facts that come before 
them In their pursuit of knowledge we would obtain a great deal 
of useful Information. Should any ornithologist doubt there be¬ 
ing prothonatary warblers on application I can send them one 
for examination. Not (or an instant that I place my ornitholog¬ 
ical knowledge anywhere on a par with Prof. Coues’, or seek In 
any way to question bis experience; his works sUnd too high In 
my opinion. I have been engaged In the study and pursuit of or¬ 
nithology at least twenty years and have made It a special study 
both here and In England. 

I would be happy to supply any ornithologist with particulars 
regarding tbe location and habits of the warbler If any should 
request It and wish to procure some specimens, (or I think that 
all the (acts relative to ornithology that may come under irar nh- 
servatlon should. In justice to science, be made known.

Tbe Shell Heap* of tbe A leal Ian lElantI*.

At the last meeting of the Royal Society Profeaaor Parker 
made a communication embodying part of hla work on the atruc- 
turo and development of the akulla In the llxard group, which 
la of high Intereat. Hla reaearchea on the embryoe of the com¬ 
mon BrtUah lixarda have led him to very onexpected reeulU. 
Hitherto we have been accuatomed to regard crocodllea and tnr- 
Uea aa the higbeat groupa of the reptile family, chiefly on the 
evidence of the etruclure of the aoft and more ImporUnt vital 
organa; but the evidence from the ekuU leads Professor Parker to 
regard the lliarde not only as the moet highly epectallaed of rep- 
tllee by the group which approaches moat closely toward birds. 
The term “ llxard” la, however, at present used eo vaguely aa to 
Include the halterta of New Zealand and chameleon, both of 
which are often regarded es types of distinct order of reptiles. 
The chameleon, however, which In many reepecte approximates 
toward crocodllea, la regarded aa the lowest of the lizards, and 
even more dlaUntfrom the higher types than tortoises and turtles. 
Tet the llaard skull U lound to be but allghtly modified from that 
of the aneke. On the whole, the character of their akulla leada to 
the conclualon that the blrda differ leaa from lixarda to atructure 
than doea the ordinary perfect inaect from Ita pupa. Of old the 
atroug roaemblance which the lixarda termed “ blind worms” 
present to aerpenta led to the conclusion that we see, In them, 
the limbs flrat coming Into existence, but Professor Parker not 
only regards the serpent as the more ancient and more general¬ 
ised animal, but alio aa one which shows evidence of Its degrada¬ 
tion by the lose of limbs, which he believes the ancestral forma 
of the eerpent types poaaeised. _ _ 

— The valuable work of Weterton’e Travels In South America 
la out of print, and the many practical hints and obaervatloos 
upon the preservation and habits of birds and other animals are 
therefore lost to the generality of readers. For the aake of res¬ 
cuing some of Its portions referring to the latter, 'we copy from 
Hardwlcke’s Science Qossip, the taxidermical method pursued by 
thla great naturalist after whom It Is named.
